BILLS PENDING BEFORE CONGRESS. 


Measures That Are Likely to Be Given 
Immediate Consideration. 

Wasninetor, D. C.,: Dec. 3.—The session 
which begins tomorrow will be one of the 
most active and probably the most exciting 
which has been held for many years. The 
measures whith are pending for immediate 
consideration in the two Houses are not nu- 
merous, but they will necessarily accumulate 
very rapidly as soon gs the work of the 
session begins. The two questions be- 
fore the Senate standing in the 
order named are the proposition to increase 
the national bank circulation‘and the House 
bill repealing the Federal election laws. It is 
expected that the latter will be first taken up 
unless it is made evident that the taking up of 
this bill will block other legislation indefi- 
nitely. . Its consideration may, as a matter of 
policy,’be delayed, but Democrats admit of 
no doubt of its early passage. 

The Appropriations committee of the House 
will have one or two bills ready to report dur- 
ing the first week. Nearly every appropria- 
tion bill reported will show a very heavy cut. 
Mr. Springer expects to be able to reporta 
general financial bill, which he has been work- 


-ing on, very soon after Congress meets; and 


a bill to repeal the State bank tax will also be 
reported early from his committee. 

The bankruptcy bill and the naturalization 
bill were under consideration by the House 
when the extra session came to a close, and 
will be the regular order, the bankruptcy bill 
coming first. Advocates of that bill now ex- 
pect it will pass the House before the tariff 
discussion comes up. This, however, is 
by no means certain, as a very 
hard, fight is going to be made 
against it. The naturalization bill, which 
comes next in order, will probably be crowd- 
ed out by the tariff and go over until the Wil- 
son bill has passed. The purpose of the Ways 
and Means committee is said to be to rush 
the Wilson bill through the House as quickly 
as possible, 
up, however, something may be done to pro- 
tect the interests of the United States in the 
Pacific railroads, which have gone into the 
hands of a receiver. 

The pension question is expected sooner or 
later to cause a long discussion in both 
Houses, and considerable trouble over this 
question. is anticipated. The principal things 
which the Democratic managers in Congress 
are desirous to do as speedily as possible are 
to pass the tariff bill, to provide an income 
tax of some sort, to repeal the Federal elec- 
tion laws and the tax on Stete banks, and to 
pass some general financial measure to en- 
large the currency. 


SIX MEXICAN STATES TO REBEL. 


Diaz Cuts Off the Circulation of an Amer- 
ican Newspaper in Mexico. 
Ex Paso, Tex., Dec. 3.—Gov. Ahumada 


arrived in Juarez yesterday from Chihuahua. 


to look into’the border troubles and report to 
President Diaz. Private letters from Ameri- 
can citizens in two Mexican States reveal a 
very uneasy feeling in the republic, and the 
revolutionist information is to the effect that 
in at least six States there will be a general 
uprising within a few weeks. The Governor 
of Chihuahua, on authority from President 
Diaz, has forbidden the circulation of the El 
Paso Times on that side of the river. As the 
official notice has not keen served on the pub- 
lisher of the Times it will be sent to sub- 
scribers tomorrow morning as usual. Juan 
S. Hart, the owner and editor-in-chief, is at 
this time in the City of Chihuahua, where he 
went last Tuesday with ex-Senator H. A. W. 
Tabor of Denver. 

Americans who arrived here this morning 
over the Mexican Central railroad from Chi- 
huahua, Mexico, report that last Friday morn- 
ing twelve or fourteen wounded Federal cav- 
alry andinfantry officers were brought into that 
city and taken to the city hospital. Two of 
the officers died before night. No informa- 
tion regarding the engagement in which 
the men were wounded could be obtained. 
The arrival of wounded officers would indi- 
cate that the Federals were not defeated at 
the time these officers were sent in, though 
the feeling among the pegple is that the rebels 
have not suffered much or the Federal author- 
ities would proclaim a victory. 

Hermosti10, Mex., Dec. 3.—A courier ar- 
rived here today from Cassinipi, a small 
settlement northeast of here, in the Sierra 
Madre Mountains, with the information that 


the Yaqui Indians are congregating in bands 


of several hundred near that place and are 
preparing to join the Mexican revolutionists, 
who have their rendezvous in the mountains 
over the border line in the State of Chihua- 
hua. The Yaquis are abundantly supplied 
with rifles and pistols and are well mounted. 
Gen. Comito Neri, the late insurgent leader, 
begs his supporters in a proclamation to re- 
turn to peaceable life, the cause of the late 
insurrection being now removed. 


Guzman Denies Report of Trouble. 
Wasutnetcn, D. C., Dec. 2.—Horacio Guzman, 
Minister from Nicaragua to the United States, 
says he has been instructed to deny reports pub- 
lished regarding alleged proposed financial and 
political action by Nicaragua. He particularly 
instanced a story tothe efféct that Nicaragua 
contemplated a forced loan to defray the ex- 
penses of war with Honduras as being especially 
injurious to his country. The Minister, in addi- 
tion, stated that since the Nicaragua Canal com- 
pany had been reorganized the prospects have 
greatly improved. “ There will be no European 
influences or money invited or invested. in my 
opinion,” he said. “ The canal, if completed, 
will be an American concern.’

VAN ALEN SAYS “NO.” 


DEOIDES POSITIVELY NOT TO BE AM- 
BASSADOR TO ITALY. 


_ President Cleveland Makes a Personal Ap- 


peal to Him to Accept, but in Vain= 
The New-Yorker Explains That He 
Gave Money to the Demeacracy for: Pa- 
triotic and Business Reasons, and Can- 
not Accept Anything That Might Be 
Misconstrued into a Reward. 


New York, Dec. 3.—A personal friend of 
J.J. Van Alea, recently confirmed Ambassa- 
dor to Italy, has made public letters showing 
that Mr. Van Alen has declined to serve. He 
gives as the reason that he made a contribu- 
tion to the Democratic campaign fund from 
patriotic and business motives, and cannot 
accept a position of honor which may be mis- 
construed into a reward for a conscientious 
act. President Cleveland, in a personal letter, 
asks Mr. Van Alen to rescind his decision not 
to serve, but the latter insists on not accept- 
ing. Mr. Van Alen’s friend would say noth- 
ing more than that the letters explained them- 
selves, A reporter in Washington was sent to 
see Secretary of State Gresham about the 
matter. He said the letters were correct. 
He would say nothing else. The widely pub- 
lished story was that Mr. Van Alen gave $50,- 
000 to the Democratic fund to buy the Italian 
ambassadorship. — 

Under date of Newport, writing to the 
Secretary of State, Mr. Van Alen says: 

**T have the honor to acknowledge the re- 
ceipt of your letter of Oct. 28, in which you

officially notify me that the President, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
has appointed me Ambassador to Italy.. 

“Since the receipt of your letter I have 
given the matter my most serious and careful 
attention, and, as the result of my reflections, 
have concluded to ask you to express to the 
President my decision not to accept the 
office tendered to me. 

No Lack of Appreciation, 

*“*T must beg that you will not infer from 
this action any lack of appreciation on my 
part of the honor conferred. On the contrary, 
I fully comprehend the dignity, importance, 
and responsibility of the position, and havi 
this realization I may frankly add that 
nomination was extremely gratifying to me 
not in a personal sense merely but more 
particularly because of the opportunity af- 
forded me of representing my country in ‘such 


a manner as I hoped might be ——_ ted 


the American people and creditable to the ad- 
ministration. 

‘**Among the comments upon my nomina- 
tion which appeared in the public press one 
charge only merits attention, not because it 
was true but because it was and, I suppose, 
still is believed by many persons unfamiliar 
with the individuals concerned and the facts 
essential to the formation of an accurate 
judgment. The charge was that I received 
the appointment in return for a contribution 
of $50,000 to the Democratic national cam- 
paign fund. While my nomination was pend. 
ingin the Senate it did rot seem fitting 
and proper fer me to offer more than an 
explicit denial. I was aware that 
as an interested party my statement would 
have little effect beyond the limits of my per- 
sonal acquaintance. Now, however, when 
my action cannot be fairly attributed to purely 
selfish motives, it seems to me that a repeti- 
tion of that denial, which I make without 
qualification, should be sufficient for any 
honorable man. 

Does Not Deny the Contribution, 

**T have never denied, and do not now deny, 
that I contributed to the campaign fund, not 
$50,000, but yet a considerable sum of 
money. Sincerely believing as I did that a 
continuation of Republican supremacy would 
be not only a hindrance to national progress, 
but in time a positive menaze to the success of 
popular government, and having large inter- 
ests at stake, I was impelled by both patriotic 
and selfish reasons to aid the Democratic 
cause, 

‘** IT did not do so until I had made myself 
familiar with the methods of the campaign 
as conducted by the National Democratic 
committee. I visited the Democratic head- 
quarters and was astonished at the work being 
done. An expenditure vast in proportions 
was being made to bring home to the Ameri- 
can people the truths upon which I believed 
the welfare of the country depends. 

“ Hundreds of speakers too poor to pay 
their own expenses were being helped to do 
a patriotic duty by the National commit- 
tee and a vast amount of literature 
was being distributed free to awaken the pub- 
tic mind on the questions pending in the cam- 
paign. The Democratic party had no favored 
interests to assess and was obliged to rely 
upon individuals for necessary financial as- 
sistance. Hence my contribution. It was by 
no means the first time I had assisted the 
party since Mr. Cleveland’s aggressive leader- 
ship aroused my admiration, and I do not hes- 
itate tosay thatif it shall again seern to be 
my duty as a citizen degirous of the best gov- 
ernment it will not be the last. 

No Obligation to Him. 

** So far from attaching undue importance 
to it, I was fully aware that the contribution 
meant far less to me than the time and effort 
devoted by thousands of unselfish citizens to 
the same campaign. Nor did I believe that it 
should entitle me to any more consideration. 
On the contrary, I have not only admitted 
but have positively insisted at all times that 
it created no obligation to me whatever, and 
I feel confident that the President, who, in 
fact, was kind enough to say to the Demo- 
crats of Rhode Island that his personal ac- 
quaintance with me enabied him to consider 
my candidacy solely upon its merits, will bear 
me out in this assertion. 

**On the other hand! frankly admit that un- 
til after the appointment had been made it 
never onee occurred to my mind that my 
contribution could be used to my injury. I 
may add that although I have endeavored to 
study without bias the arguments which have 
been advanced I cannot, even now, perceive 
that it is any less creditable or patriotic for 
one to aid with his meansa cause in which he 
believes than with his voice or pen. 

Fitness for the Position Conceded. 

** But whatever may be the correct conclus- 
ion regarding the ethics of the case the fact 
remains that a large number of my fellow- 
citizens have been led, either by coincidence 
of circumstance or by report, to 
look upon my appointment as in some way 
inconsistent with the professions of the Dem- 
ocratic party and the President’s high ideas 
of public service. By these critics generally 
my fitness for the position has been generous- 
ly conceded, but the fact of my contribution

I hasten 
to express my earnest wish that you will re- 
consider this conclusion. The sentiments con- 
tained in your. letter d@ credit to your con- 
science and Americanism, but you must allow 
me to dissent, from their application 
in this case. I did not Select you for nomina- 
tion to the Italian m n without satisfying 
myself of your entire fitness for the place. I 
am now better convin of your fitness than 
ever.

He 
supposed Mr. Van Alen had beeome . so dis- 
gusted with adverse criticism he had decided 
to resign. Mr. Whitney thought from read- 
ing the letters they would be final, and Mr. 
Van Alen could not be prevailed upon to re- 
consider his action.

BIG ENGLISH NEWSPAPER SUED. 


American Railroad Projectors Say They 
Have Been Slandered, 


Mositz, Ala., Dec. 3.—Irhe Mobile and 


Dauphin Island railroad, an organization . 


incorporated under the laws of Ala- 
bama, has sued the Pall Mall Gazette 
of London, England, for the enormous sum of 
$400,000. The suit is the outgrowth of 
certain libelous statements contained in the 
Gazette and reflecting on the stability and 
honesty of persons fhterested in  build- 
ing . the road, The Mobile and 
Dauphin Island Railroad and Harbor 
company has in view the building of a line of 
road twenty-nine miles in length from Mo- 
bile to Dauphin Island, where there 
is deep water. The project involves 
an expenditure of about $7,000,000. 
English capitalists are interested, and about 
ten days ago the property and valuable fran- 
chises of the road were mortgaged to s¢- 
eure the negotiation of $6,000,000 of 
bonds. These bonds have been placed 
and work has begun on the road. It is 
claimed that the slanders in the London press, 
and the Pall Mall Gazette in particular, have 
been published for the purpose of scaring off 
foreign capital.

Criminals Confined at Camden, Ark., Se- 
cure Liberty in a Determined Manner.

SLEEP IN HALLWAYS. 


THOUSANDS OF HOMELESS MEN ARE 
SUFFERING IN OHIOAGO, 


Three Hundred Unfortunates Rest in the 
City Hall Corridor, Glad of a Bed on 
the Stone Floor and Newspapers for 
Sheets=<Great Destitution on the West 
Side=Nine Hundred Shivering Fellows 
Find Piaces for Sleep in South Side Po- 
lice Stations. 


Three hundred men out of money and owt 
of work slept in.the City Hall corridor Inst 
night. For two weeks or more it has been 
the Mecca of men -of this class. When the 
first cold wave struck Chicago fifty men 
found refuge there. It was thought 
the. limit had been reached. The  re- 
cent blizzard has disproved this. Fri- 
day night 200 starving, freezing unfortunates 
sought the warm corridors of the City Hall 
as a refuge. Last night the number was in- 
creased to 300. It would seem an impossi- 
bility to accommodate such a number in a 
hall 300 feet long'and twelve feet wide, yet 
this narrow passageway provides shelter and 
a place to sleep for that number and the men 
have not been heard to grumble at their lodg- 


ing. 

A view of the City Hall corridors at mid- 
night would bea sight to stir tne heart of a 
philanthropist. He would see there 300 men 
disposed in all sorts of awkward and uncom- 
fortable positions and wrapped in sound 
slumber. The men range themselves in or- 
derly fashion on each side of the hall through 
its entire length, the feet of one touch- 
ing the head of another, and _ each 
one utilizing his shoes as a pillow. 
The cold stone flagging does not forma soft 
couch, and to make it as comfortable as_pos- 
sible the men secure newspapers, wrap them- 
selves up in the sheets, and lie down to sleep. 

Stairs at a Premium. 

On either side of the hall four stairways lead 
up to the upper floors. The steps form most 
inviting places to sleep, and the old hand 
who. knows tlie scheme arrives early 
and selects one of these for his 
bunk. By midnight every step has a sleeper. 
It is impossible to ascend the stairs without 
stepping on the outstretched bodies, but the 
men, tired and worn out witha day’s tramp- 
ing, do not mind the intrusion and are rarely 
awakened, Now and then one who becomes 
disturbed in his dreams rolls from his perch 
and does not stop until he reaches the bottom 
of the stairs.” A concerted how! may be raised, 
but it’soon subsides. Above all the men are 
good natured, 

The class of men who make the City Hall 
their resting place at night is not of the va- 
grant type. They all tell one tale. They 
camé to Chicago to secure work during the 
World’s Fair and now that is -over they are 
out of employment and have no money to 
leave the city, Some of the men are well edu- 
cated and in every way are capable of occtpy- 
ing good positions. 

Saturday night among the number was a 
theological student. He said he had been at- 
tending a theological school in the city, but 
had run out of money. He had pawned every- 
thing but a pocket Bible. He slept soundly. 

The watchmen who guard the City Hall 
night and day say they have no trouble with 
the men and they anticipate none. At prompt- 
ly 60’ clock each morning the watchman goes 
throGigh the hall and awakens one at a time. 
They must get out then. 

Sleep in Hallways and Boiler-rooms. 


and the vagrant class 
hibernates, such a crowded condition of affairs 
never before has been known. Every lodging 
house among the fifty or more is filled to 
suffocation. MMen who cannot get lodgings at 
these places or who have no money find rest 
in hallways and boiler rooms of the big build- 
ings. It has beén calculated that in the 
Eighteenth Ward alone 10,000 men find 
lodgings nightly. The police stations, of 
which there are nearly a dozen on the West 
Side, furnish room for many hundred more 
| each night. Not more than one-fifth of the 
applicants can be accommodated and the 
men must wander about all night or sleep in 


hallways. 
Homeless on the South Side. 


Nine hundred men were homeless and hun- 
gry onthe South Side, between Van Buren 
street and the river, last night. These are the 
numbers of those who slept in the South Side 
police stations. How many slept in doorways, 
barns, and unfinished buildings cannot be 
told by the police. Harrison street filled 
early because the Pacific Mission had closed 
its doors after taking in all it could care for. 
At 9 o’clock 150 men had been taken into 
the Harrison Street Station. It was a bitter 
night and few of the applicants wore clothes 
enough to wad a shot-gun. Chief Brennan 
sent out an order some days ago that no sta- 
tion should refuse lodging aslong as it had 
room. Harrison street construes this order 
liberally. So long as there is room for a man 
to set his foot over the threshold none 
is turned away. Men slept on the 
stone floor packed spoon-fashion. There was 
no room for individual turning around, but 
at intervals there would go up a murmur of 
** Spoon, boys, spoon,”’ and the whole crowd 
would turn on its other side. 

Throughout the Levee the hard times are 
showing, and a “man will get “ braced”’ for 
a dime where he never was before. Clark 
street from Van Buren street south is any- 
thing but an ideal hunting-ground for beggars, 
but there were many shivering men on 
that street last night who importuned 
everyone—even Chinamen—for the price of a 
bed. Itisa fact known to the police that 
many of these men will freeze to death before 
they will apply for lodging at a police station, 
and many aman was “run in” last night 
whose only booking was a kindly wink to the 
lock-up keeper and whose only offense was 
that of shivering in the presence of a big po- 
liceman.

UNION PACIFIC FALLING TO PIECES. 


Leased Lines Ask to Be Operated as 
Separate Systems, . 

Denver, Colo., Dec. 3.—The result of the 
appointment of a receiver to operate as @ 
separate system from the Union Pacific the 
Denver and Gulf railroad, many railroad men 
believe, will be the dismemberment of what 
is known as the Union Pacific system. The 
Oregon Kailway and Navigation company 
will next follow suit and ask for separate offi- 
cials, and all that will be left will be the main 
line from Omaha to Ogden. There has been a 
general impression that the Union Pacific 
was not playmg fair with the companies 
it operates under close traffic agreements in 
removing all of the officers fromm the local 
terminal points. The Union Pacific agrees 
to pay the interest on the bonded indebted- 
ness of the Oregon company. Should a de- 
fault be made in paying interest on the bonds 
the Oregon company will undoubtedly follow 
the example of the Gulf line, and similar ac- 
tion may be taken by the Oregon Short line 
and Utah Northern.

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“ BAD JIMMY ” IS DEAD 


JAMES W; OONNORTON SUCOUMBS TO 
PULMONARY CONSUMPTION. 


He Was a Unique Character in Chicago 
History for Many Years—Prominently 
Before the Public When He Killed 
“Doc” Haggerty and Was Acquitted= 
It Was Prophesied of Him That He 
Would Die with His Boots On—His Last 
Business Venture. 

James W. Connorton, known in Chicago for 
years as ‘‘ Bad Jimmy,” died at his home, No. 
143 Seminary avenue, at 11 o'clock last night 
of consumption, with which he had been a 
sufferer for a long time. 

‘Bad Jimmy ” has not been in good health 
since his shooting affray with “ Doc” Hag- 
gerty, a West Side gambler, im 
Lansing & McGarigie’s saloon on 
Clark street, nearly three years 
ago. Hagyerty died of his wounds. Connor- 
ton was tried and acquitted. 

**Bad Jimmy” belonged to Chicago. His 
father wae adrayman here long before the 
fire, and resided in what is now the Twenty- 
third Ward. Here he raised a family, each of 
whom becume more or less known to the pub- 
lic. John Connorton was the most thrifty of 
the children, and for some years his compe- 
tence has been rated -in six figures. “ Bad 
Jimmy ” himself was by no means a pauper. 

A short time ago the Connortons achieved 
greater prominence by starting a ‘ chop 
house’ in Calhoun place in opposition to 
** Billy ’’ Boyle, who had recently removed to 
the other side of the alley. 

Few Chicagoans were better known than 
“* Bad Jimmy.” Of all persons in Chicago, 
he was the one of whom it has often been 
said: 

** He will die with his boots on.” 

These prophecies failed of - fulfillment. 
Yet * Bad Jimmy’s ”’ death was in a measure 
the result of violence. There is no doubt 
that the injuries he received in his life-and- 
death conflict with ‘‘ Doc”? Haggerty has- 
tened his taking off. 

He wasa product of the time when Chi- 
cago Was a. struggling Western vil- 
lage and would have found more 
congenial surroundings if he had 
removed years ago to Deadwood or Leadville. 
He was not without qualities which would 
make him a hero to men of certain tempera- 
ment. Combative to an abnormal degree, he 
was clear ‘“‘ grit’’ when it came toa fight, as 
was demonstrated in his encounter with Hag- 
gerty. Gifted witha courage which belongs 
to bulldogs and an infantile ignorance of 


fear, ‘“‘ Bad Jimmy” had the whole sidewalk |

Peter Seips, a teamster, was. stabbed and 


| killed by John Enright, a special officer for 


the Illinois Central railroad, at the latter’s 
house, No. 190 Mather street, last night. En- 
right was arrested two hours later by the 
Maxwell street police. The prisoner says the 
killmg was in self-defense. In his 
statement to the police he says he and 
Seips had been drinking beer in the earlier 
part of the evening. They separated and En- 
right went home. AtS8 o’clock, soon after 
his wife had retired, a knock came at the 
door. 

-** Who’s there?” asked Enright. 

‘None of your business,” came the an- 
swer, | 

Just then Seips entered in an intoxicated 
condition. 

‘*Go home and go to bed,” said Enright. 

Seips refused to do this and the men 
came to blows. Enright pulled out a 
pocketknife and stabbed Seips in the ‘right 
side of the neck. The latter ran into 
the street and called for help. Frank Wood- 
ward and John Reardon, who live next door; 
came out. Seips was then unable to walk 
and the two men carried him in the house 
and summoned a doctor, but before the latter 
arrived Seips was dead. 

The police of the Maxwell Street Station 
were not notified of the case until 10:30 p. 
m., whena call came over the public tele- 
phone. Sergt. Johnson and Officers Wailer 
and Brown -went over to the house, 
but Enright had gone away. The officers ar- 
rested all the people in both houses, 
twenty in all, including the wife and 
children of Enright. An hour iater 
the police arrested Enright in a saloon at 
Desplaines and Harrison streets. He made a 
full confession and told of the circumstances 
of the assault. 

Seips was 21 yearsold and lived at Mrs. 
Bartlett’s boarding-house, No. 207 Sopth 
Peoria street. His boay was taken to the 
county morgue. 

Five years ago a Pinkerton detective named 
Barrett, who married a sister of Mrs. Enright, 
was murdered at a dance in the same neigh- 
borhood. Enright with several others was 
arrested, but later was released. It was sev- 
eral moaoths later before the real slayer of 
Barrett was caught and convicted. 

Charles Klunck was stabbed fatally by 
Frank Masley at No. 807 Allport street late 
last night.

RAILROADS BUCK MUCH SNOW, 


Absence of Mind Results in Little Delay 
and No Accidents. 

None of the railroads into Chicago was at 
any moment totally blocked by the tremen- 
dous snowfall of Saturday, although most of 
them suffered delay—in some cases of fully 
three hours. They cleared their roadways 
witha speed that indicated full anticipation 
of the storm and perfect preparation to handle 
the resulta. By afternoon yesterday every 
road had its rails clear, and traffic was unin- 
terruptedly resumed, All trains due here in 
the afternoon were not on time by any means, 
but that was because of the shock the sched- 
nles had received early in the day and during 
the previous night. Passenger trains on the 
lllinois Central and Michigan Central came 
in, some of them without any regularity, 
owing to encounters with the high-piled 
drifts to the south. The rails in Michigan, 
Iowa, and Wisconsin were particularly hard 


Chicage’s Dose Was Light. 


All the roads reported the fall heavier out 
of Chicago and beyona the State line than 
here. Michigan Central people say that the 
depth was from twenty to twenty-six inches 
on the level all along their line in Michigan. 
The Illinois Central said it was eighteen 
inches deepat Valparaiso. None of the roads 
had heard of more than a foot on the rails 
within this State. All of them assert it was 
the heaviest fall of snow since the three days’ 
blizzard of February, ‘83. Had 
there been a blizzard attachment 
to the present fall officials say that 
‘the result would have been something fearful. 
As it was the fall was quiet but rapid, the foot 
or more of soggy coating reaching earth be- 
fore most people had finished calling it ** just 
a little flurry.” 

Nearly all the through trains, both east and 
west, lost from thirty to sixty minutes as an 
early Sunday mornmg “starter” to the 
trouble, and then the longer they ran the more 
serious grew the situation, for outside of Chi- 
cago the snow continued fallinglonger than it 
did here.. The work of clearing the tracks could 
not be begun until the fall had ceased. With 
the Northwestern road this work could not 
in any event proceed except by day- 
light. The same is true of § other 
roads. The reason of this somewhat surpris- 
ing fact is that the Northwestern and other 
roads have unceremoniously dropped that 
spectacular old reminiscence of early blizzard 
days, the huge sputtering snowplow, and in its 
place adopted what are called flanging cars, 
the feature of which isa little scraper which 
runs along either rail and throws the snow 
away from the rails ina manner almost in- 
comprehensible. It can be operated only in 
daylight, owing to the switch points aud cross 
raila that must be guarded against. The Gal- 
ena Division of the Northwestern was entirely 
clear by noon, and trains were making reg- 
ular time. 

The Milwaukee road made better progress 
than any of the other lines, a!l its trains ar- 
riving nearly on time. The Rock Island foiks 
say they were caught in bad shape, while the 
Grand Trunk was not bothered much. The 
Burlington suffered much, there being some 
delays of three hours. The Alton made near- 
ly its usual time all through the storm, as did 
also the Fort Wayne. The Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern had a rough experience, 
being unable to clear itse:.f as quickly 
as did the majority of the other lines. There 
were no accidents of note as a result of the 
partial blockade.

NO TROUBLE AT THE CRIB, 


Extremely Cold Weather Necessary to 
Alarm the Authorities.

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GROUNDED IN A GALE. 
STEAMER r. W. WHEELER WREOKED 
OFF MICHIGAN OITY. 


Life-Boat KReseues the Crew of Sixteen 
Men, but the Big Vessel, Left to the 
Waves, Is in Momentary Danger of 
Gomg to PieceseTugs Put Out from 
Chicago to Extend Relief, but It Is Be- 
lieved They Turned Back-Squalls on the 
Lakes and Heavy Snows in Many Piaces, 


Micuiean Crry, Ind., Dec. 3.—[Special.]— 
The big-.steamer F. W. Wheeler, bound from 
Buffalo, N. Y., for Chicago, went ashore at 
3:30 o’clock this morning three miles east of 
the Michigan City harbor during a high sea 
and a blindingsnowstorm. Capt. George N. 
Trotter, the master of the steamer, was mis- 
led by his compass and supposed that he was 
entering Waukegan when his boat grounded. 
The steamer grounded half a mile from shore 
and rests on a sandy bottom. 

Capt. Henry Finch and his life-saving crew 
went to the steamer at 6 o’clock to assist the 
crew ashore, but the latter preferred to 
keep its wheels in motion, as its prow 
meantime had shifted seaward, and it 
was kept steered in that direction in 
the hope that tugs from Chicago which were 
telegraphed for subsequently would come and 
assist it from the shallows. Then two or three 
tons of its cargo were shoveled into the lake, 
but at noon the gale increased and the steam- 
er shifted around broadside onto a sand bar. 
The steamer’s whistle was blown and the sig- 
nalof distress displayed. Again the life- 
suvers went to the steamer, launching the surf 
boat froin the shore opposite the Wheeler. At 
that time the storm was raging, but the entire 
crew of sixteen men were rescued. The life- 
savers made two trips in the undertaking and 
were cheered by/500 people assembled for 
their skill and daring. This makes the second 
boat crew that the Miuchigan City life: 
savers have rescued since the opening of sum- 
mer from impending death. 

The Wheeler, it is believed, is badly dam- 
aged. It is filled with water, and may go to 
pieces if the sterm continues as furiously as 
it prevails this evening. The Wheeler is 
valued at $120,000 and is not insured. The 
boat is owned by B. Whitney of Detroit and is 
rated Al, was built at Bay City four years 
ago, and its length is 300 feet and its beam 
41 feet 5 inches. 

The F. W. Wheeler left Buffalo last Wednes- 
day morning with a cargo of 2,100 tons of 
coal consigned toa Chicago firm. The trip 
up Lake Erie and the rivers was without in- 
cident, and the run up Lake Huron was done 
in nearly the usual time. As the boat neared 
the Straits of Mackinac Capt. Trotter noticed 
with growing anxiety the sindications of a 
coming storm. The weather was threatening 
and the clouds promised heavy snow. The 
wind was not high, and he pas through the 
straits and set his course for Chicago. 
This was at 3:30 Friday afternoon. 

Snow had begun falling and soen came fast. 
It shut down like a fog, and the vision of the 
lookout was limited to a few feet. The 
engines were slowed down, and at half speed 
the Wheeler steamed on its way. All night 
long the snow fell, covering the decks over a 
foot thick. In that blinding storm all reckon- 
ings were lost. The course, however, Was a 
familiar one to the master, and he had no 
doubts that about 9 o'clock Saturday night 
he would hear the booming of the Chicago 
harbor fog signal. 

After midnight Saturday some wonder was 
expressed that Chicago had not been reached 
or that some tug from that port had not been 
passed in the lake. No idea was entertained 
that there was any danger and the speed of 
the steamer was kept up. At 2 o'clock a 
shudder passed through the big boat, and it 
stopped with a suddenness that threw every 
one off his feet and made movable objects 
slide around the deck. Knowing full well 
what had happened by the movement of the 
buat the ve gor hastily reversed his engines 
and backed with all their power. This was 
soon seen to be unavailing, and they 
were stopped. No one had the slightest 
idea where they were, but as the wind 
cane with a gust and parted the snow clouds 
it was seen that they were somewhere on the 
south shore of Lake Michigan. At daylight 
peopie from here discovered the stranded 
steamer about three miles east of this har- 
bor. Capt, Trotter is loud in the praise of 
the brave life-saving crew, and their com- 
mander, Capt. Finch. He says that. their 
work was most courageous, and deserving of 
the highest praise. Capt. Trotter. who com- 
mands the wrecked steamer, is commodore 
of the Whitney fleet, and owns some of the 
stock. Heis known all over the lakes asa 
most competent master. 

Two tugs, presumably J. S. Dunham’s of 


Chicago, which were telegraphed for early in © 


the day were —~ off this port at 8 o’ciock 
this evening. These tugs were expected here 
to get the wrecked steamer afloat, but they 
have apparently turned back. 

[A telegram was received here by the Dunham 
Towing and Wrecking company at 11 o'clock 
yesterday morning from Capt. Finch of the Mich- 
igan City life saving crew stating that the 
Wheeler was ashore, and asking them to send 
ne and hawsers. The powerfui wrecking tugs, 
T. T. Morford and W. R. Crowell, were immedi- 
ately*coaied up, and were equipped with nine- 
inch hawsers. A diver went with the expedition, 
which was in charge of (‘apt. Thomas Johnson, 
chief engineer of the Dunham line. In the ex- 
tremely short space of two hours the boats were 
ready, and at 1 o'clock they left the harbor. Up 
to a jate hour last night no word had been re- 
ceived from them. |

TWELVE MEN HELD UP AT A STATION, 


Bandits Rob Them and Escape When a 
Passenger Train Arrives, 

Crepar Rapips, Ia.,' Dec. 3.—([Special.]— 
When passenger train No. 8, east bound on 
the Chicago and Northwestern rouad, arrived 
at Bell Plaine, near here, last night nothing 
could be heard from Luzerne, After waiting 
half an hour Conductor Ward took an operator 
from the office and started on a slow run for 
Luzerne. When thetrain pulled in he jumped 
off and ran into the depot. As he did sothree 
men emerged, the tallest of the three stepping 
in front of him and closely peering into his 
face. Mr. Ward passed on into the depot, but 
finding no one abort talled wat and wanted to 
know what was the matter. An answer eame 
from the freight room, and breaking down the 
door he found a dozen men _ huddied 
corner shivering from eold and fear. . 

** We've all been robbed,’’. gasped one, and 
then quickly followed a narration of what 
had transpired. Conductor Wararushed back 
to the train; and throwing open the door of the 
smoking car he shouted: ** Every man who has 
a gun get it ready. I think the train is 
going to be held up.’ Imtnediately fifteen 
revolvers were drawn, and as the conductor 
went on through the train the armed force 
was increased, and ewerybody was preparing 
for the assault which was momentarily ex- 
pected. But the bandits had been frightened 
away, and after a few minutes the train pulled 
out, “et 
About 7 o’clock three men entered the 

depot and told Agent Thompson to hand over 
all his money. Fie did so and was pushed 
into the freight-room and locked up and told 
if he made any noise he would be killed. 
In a few minutes the night operator came 
down and the bandits robbed him and pushed 
him into the freight-room. They were fol- 
lowed by others, who were treated in a sim- 
ilar manner until the little freight-room con- 
tained a dozen men. The amount secured is 
estimated at from $200 to $700. -

escape. The men are described by Agent 
Thompson as.foliows: ** One tall man with 
smooth-shaven face, black clothes and over- 
coat and wearing a cap.

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INCIDENT AT WAKEFIELD SHOWS 
-’ THE MINERS ARE DESPERATE. 


— 


They Demand Work er Food for Their 
Starving Families and Have Rifles to 
Enforce the Claims of Their Necessities 
Michigan Relief Committee Arrives 
at Bessemer and the Mayor Explains 
the Dire Straits of the People=—Their 
Own Possibilities of Charity Exhausted. 

‘Bessemer, Mich., Dee. 3.—[Special.]—A 
startling incident is reported from Wakefield 
which shows if the people of the State of 
Michigan do not conquer with food the hun- 
ger of these unemployed they will have to 
call out the militia:‘to suppress desperate dis- 
turbers. J. W. Bedell, who is Supervisor of 
Roads and a sort of Poor Commissioner for 
the Township and Village of Wakefield, was 
called to the street’ door of his office at Wake- 
field and was confronted by an armed body 
of forty. They were scantily dressed and 
armed to work or fight, as the opportunity 
might offer. They had picks for the mine, 
axes for the wood, and shotguns and rifles for 
a more serious purpose. 

“Can you give us work?’ demanded the 
leader. 

** You all know that there is no work,”’ said 
Mr. Bedell. | 

“Can you give us something to eat?’’ said 
the leader. 

** Where can I get sufficient for you?” 

* You got to get it,’’ they shouted. “ If 
you don’t get us work or won’t give us any- 
thing to eat we'll get it ourselves. We are 
ready to go to work to earn enough to live 
on, and if we can’t do that we will break into 
the store and eat what there is there. When 
that is gone we will go to some other city 
where they have more and will break in 
again. When we all get‘in the penitentiary 
they will have to feed us.” : 

Mr. Bedell assured them that he would do 
whiat he could for them. He got thein provis- 
ions from Bessemer and has, with the assist- 
anee of local charity, bean keeping them 
from starving. 

Relief Committe Arrives. 


The Michigan Visiting Relief committee 
left lronwood this morning and came to Beés- 
semer, where the men were ived by the 
Mayor and those of the city who had been in- 
terested in the charitable work. It wasa six- 
mile drive between the two towns and 
on the way over the committee 
had an excellent opportunity to see 
the condition of the miners, who 
live in straggling settlements away from the 
towns.: The drivers said ordinarily there 
would be a number of people met going from 
one place to another to exchange visits. In- 
quiry at the houses showed that the reason the 
people were not out was because they had no 
clothing. 

Shoes was the most comtnon shortcoming 
in their rude wardrobes. They hadso little 
work during the summer that they could not 
buy their fall supplies of footwear. Those 
who had good shves and socks left from last 
winter were the only ones who could go out. 
The climate is so severe here that unless the 
feet are warmly dressed they will soon be 
frozen. 

The Mayor of Bessemer made a little 
speech to the committee, saying that the town 
authorities had no more funds and could not 
prevent the people from starving. Ue said 
the people of the town could privately give 
no more, as they had already done all they 
could. The list of settlers during the fall has 
been large and they received no outside 
aid until Thanksgiying day. There are now 
in Bessemer 3,500 people. 

The canvassers appointed by the relief com- 
mittee and the Board of Supervisors had been 
to every home in the city, and their report 
was a startling one to the committee. There 
are less than thirty miners employed, and 
2,100 men, women, and children wil! have to 
be supported during the winter. The report 
means that two-thirds of the people are pau- 
pers and will not have anything to eat or wear 
until spring, except what is given them. Some 
few of this number will be able to support 
themselves until Jan. 1, but this number is 
so small the committee is taking no account 
of it in its estimate. 

Aid to Be Systematic. 


As in Ironwood, the task of supporting 
these 2,100 people will be managed asa 
business. The heads of families wijl have 
their names entered on a ledger together with 
the number of inmates of their homes. On 
this ledger they will be given credit for so 
much goods. They will then be given a pass- 
book, and each time they call for provisions 
the amount will be entered on this pass- book. 
When they have exhausted their allowance 
they will be given no more unless in the 
most extreme cases. The rate the commit- 
tee has decided upon is the following month- 
ly ration for a fainily of four: 

One hundred pounds flour, 15 pounds pork, 
10 pounds of beans. 8 pounds sugar, 10 pounds 
oatmea), 1 bushel of potatoes, 4 pounds of rice, 
6 bara of soap, 10 cents’ worth of yeast, 5 pounds 
of lard, 1 gailon of molasses, andl pound of 
tea. 

There is some discussion among the 
doctors as to whether fifteen pounds of meat 
is sufficient for a family of four in this 
country, where the thermometer rarely gets 
above zero. The above rations will cost a 
little less than $2 a month for each person. 

Outside of this expense to the givers of 
Michigan must be added the clothing bill. 
The provisions may be sent from time to 
time, but the clothing must be furnished at 
once. The miners and their families are now 
compelled to remain inside for the want of 
proper clothing. This presently will be a 
serious hardship, as the men cannot get out 
to chop and draw wood to keep from. freez- 
ing. 

. Situation at Wakefield. 

From ‘Bessemer the committee went to 
Wakefield, six miles away. Here are a few 
over 900 people, less than twenty men with 
work, and of the entire number there arp not 
fifty who will not have to be fed and clothed 
until spring by charity. There are five mines 
here, most of them new and all 
small, The town is only three years 
old, and is composed of frame houses that 
were banged togetherin a day to furnish 
shelter for the miners. They are poor houses - 
for this severe climate, and would be none 
too comfortable for well-fed and well-clothed 
men. These miners say they never get snug 
and warm until the snow is six or seven feet 
deep and their houses are transformed into 
eaves. The snow is not now deep and the 
warmth from the big fire on the inside has a 
constant fight for supremacy with the chunks 
of cold that are blasted by the wind through 
the wide cracks. One yearago Wakefield had a 
population of 1,500 peopie, but the mines have 
been closed so long that 600 of these have 
gone elsewhere to seek work. Only those 
who could not leave are still there, and of 
course they are now all helpless, 

When the last of the mines closed down in 
late summer J. W. ell, road supervisor, 
arranged that the men could have enough 
work on the county roads to keep them from 
starving. He could not give all of the idie 
work to do, but he so rotated the men that 
each of thein had a few days each week. They 
were only able to earn enough for bare sub- 
sistence and could make no preparations for 
the winter. With November came the b 
olizzard and the hearts of the men were sic 
with despair and their wives and children 
were enduring the most hopeless misery 
and want. It was at this time that 
the men gathered in an armed 
body and marched to the office of Mr. Bedell 
and demanding food or work, He has since 
this time done the best he could to furnish 
provisions. Hehas had notas much as he 
needed, but the most extreme suffering has 
been uvoided. 

In not a single house that THz Trisunecor- 
respondent passed did he find enough provis- 
ions to last more than two days, and in scores 
oi cases there was not a mouthful of food. 
The Relief committee, however, was watching 
all cases and gave small amounts each time 
to husband its resources and not be whoily 
without provisions before substantial relief 
came from a distance,

Toronto, Ont., Dec. 2.—[Special.|—A spe- 
cial cable from London says: ‘ The Grand 
Trunk has addressed a letter to the Stock Ex- 
change which states that the board finds 
since the publication of the Septem- 
ber statement $50,000 should have been 
included inthe working expenses, and that 
$90,000 would have to be carried to cover the 
loss occasioned by the Battle Creek accident. 
An expenditure of $195,000 was also incurred 
by the Chicago and Grand Trunk division in 
preparing rolling stock for the World’s Fair 
traffic. It is explained that the directors 
deemed it wiser to place the existing 
rolling stock in a condition of ef- 
ficiency than to acquire /new) cars. In 
view. of the necessity of providing for the 
cost of the Battle Creek accident, it appears 
only fair to the directors to spread the 
charges over a period extending to Dec. 31, 
1894. In addition to the £15,000 charged 
to the exceptional expense account in Septem- 
ber the board has charged a similar amount 
in October. 

Commenting on this letter, the Westmin- 
ster Gazette says: “In view of the misieadiz 
character of the revenue statements disclose 
there would be a distinct gain in suppressing 
them altogether.’’ :

the insurance policy to Mrs. Snell “seme 
weeks before the shooting. Mrs. Mackey 


claimed in her testimony that she did not 
know whether the policy was for $3.000 or 
$10,000, and did not understand that she 
signed away her rights when she signed the 
papers. Mrs. Snell had paid for taking ou 
the policy when it was issued, ! 

At the conclusion of the hearing Wiggins 
was held andin default of $4,000, bail was 
sent to jail. During the hearing the clothing 
worn by the unknown assassin was found and 
identified and the fact established beyond 
question that the hired assassin vame from 
Warsaw, Ind, It also appeared by the testi- 
py of William Shaffer of Warsaw, Ind., 
that Wiggins had tried to hire him to kill 
Mackey and dgacob Snell, the husband of Mrs. 
Snell, and father-in-law of Mackey. Shaffer 
said in substance: | : 

I live at Warsaw, Ind., and am a day laborer. 
I know Wiggins and had a talk with him the lat- 
ter part of May, 1893, at Douglass’ saloon. I 
was chopping wood. He said: **I have a job by 
which you could make more than by choppi 
wood a year. I want a m&n hiton the head.” 
said: “ That's too rich for me,”’ and started out. 
He suid:.** You had better think it over.” June 
2 he asked meifI had made up my mind to do 
that job. I said I hadn’t. That was all that was 
said. A Sunday in the latter part of August he 
came to my house and asked me to get into the 
buggy and we drove into the park. e asked me 
if {hadn't made up my mind to dothat job. He 
said there was big pay in it; other parties were 
putti up the money, but it would be paid 
through him. I asked him who was to be hit. He 
said Mackey. I said I couid not doit. That was 
all that was said. I didn’t shoot Mackey and 
don't know who did. 

Testimony believed to show that Mrs. 
Snell had a hand in the conspiracy against 
her:‘son-in-law and husband was shown by a 
letter from her found in Wiggins’ pocket, 
and by Mrs. C, E. Luce, who resides in a por- 
tion of the Snell mansion. Mrs. Luce told 
her of Wiggins’ arrest and of the finding of 
letters in his pockets, when Mrs. Snell threw 
up her hands and said: * Was he foolish 
enough to keep those letters of mine?”

West Superior, Wis., Dec. 3.—A proposi- 
tion is afloat here to pool the Minnesota 
Steamship company, with its fleet of six steel 
vessels, the Minnesota Iron company, the 
West Superior Iron and Steel company, the 
American steel barge works, with its whale- 
backs, and the Cuban and Gogebic iron 
mines.”

‘‘ Work is projected ona big scale In West 
Superior, but until the tariff is settled opera- 
tions will not be pushed to the fullest extent.”’ 


MANY MILLS ARE SHUT DOWN. 


North Dakota Business Retarded by Heavy 
Freight Rates to the East. 


Graxp Forks, N. D., Dec. 3.—[Special.]— 
The milling business in North Dakota is al- 
most at a standstill, owmg to the closing of 
lake navigation. It costs 36 cents a barrel 
more to ship flour to the East now than when 
the lakes were open, and the merchants of the 
East are not disposed to pay any portion of 
this advance ratio. It is useless to operate 
mills-here in North Dakota, when it is almost 
an absolute certainty that they would do so 
at aloss. Already a large number of the 
mills of the State fogs shut down, and the 
North Dakota Milling Association, which owns 
and operates fourteen mills in North Dakota 
and aorthern Minnesota, have shut down all 
but three mills, and will not resume business 
again until the railroad companies make a 
lower rating. They do not shut down for 
want of wheat nor business, for they have 
plenty of both.

Upon the subject of currency legislation is 
the following: 

The Controller has been urged tomake some 
specific recommendation with respect to a revis- 
ion of the law so far as it pertains to the issuing 
of currency. After a careful consideration of the 
question the Controller is of the opinion that, 
aside from the amendments heretofore suggest- 
ed, the public good will be best subserved at this 
time making no radical change in the provis- 
ious of the law as it now stands. The financial

One Storm Proves to Be the Most Destruct- 
ive on Record=(omprehensive Statis- 
tics Covering in Detail the Season Just 
Closed=Underwriters Will Not Raise 
Tariffs Next Season—Lessons Taught by 
Experience Set Forth<Light-Houses 
Save Money to Vessel Owners. 


In navigating the great lakesin the season 
just closed 123 lives were lost and fifty-three 
boats, with ap aggregate tonnage of 24,258, 
and valued at $1,040,400, passed out of ex- 
istence.

On ‘smaller 
class of schooners—risks which are ayy at 
by underwriters—they have come out fairly 
well, They charge exorbitant rates on this 
class of property and the records show that 
they have been as fortunate as the higher 
grade and larger boats, which have not paid 
over a third or half as much insurance. The 
rain business has given all the companies a 
arge profit, so that if they have really lost 
money on hulls they have cleared up some 
profit. For a month underwriters will . talk 
about higher rates next season on account of 
losses in the closing year, but it is not be.

Over the greater portion of the country the 
rainfall for the month was much less than usual. 
hroughout the central valleys and the eastern 
portion of the cotton region the month was com- 
favorable | and the weather was especially 
orable for farm work. 

In the Central Mississippi Valley, East Gulf 
States, and the greater portion of the middle At- 
‘lantic States and New England the rainfall for 
the month 4vas from one to two inches below the 
normal, while in the eastern portion of New En- 
giand and from Northern Alabama to Virginia 
the deficiency in rainfall forthe month ranged 
from two to three inches. Texas and portions of 
Nebraska and South Dakota reporta slight ex- 
cess, while on the Virginia and North Carolina 
coats and on the Pacific coast north of San Fran- 
cisco the rainfall was unusually heavy, the ex- 
cess amounting to three inches on the Virginia 
coast and from three to six inches on the Oregon 
and Washington coasts.

Baltimore American: If one were asked sud- 
denly and without previous intimation to name 
the best and highest gift in the power of nature 
to bestow on man, he would probably reply on 
the spurof the ee that genius is, by all 
odds, the best, the highest, and the most desira- 
ble of wy ol pc Pn No doubt it is the highest, 
buton fu one might hesitate, if 
intelligently a feat htfully considering the 
matter, to pronounce it eitherthe best or the 
most desirable. The man most fitted to make a 
success of his own life and to permanent- 

influence that of others is not so much 
man of genius as the man of char- 
acter. For to character belongs a naturai 
ce or i natural leadership—with which 
no other mental attribute can compete. Identi- 
fled oF ee with genius character reaches the 
acme of its influence, but it is sufficiently potent 
to act alone.

The aggregate value of the cargoes on the 
lost boats is $371,851, all covered by ineur- 
ance. Of the total losses the schooners F. L. 
Danforth, James Mowatt, and Unadilla were 
taken off the beach and sold by the wunder- 
writers, but in every case the wrecking ex- 
penses equaied or excelled the salvage. The 
fate of the Lizzie A. Law is yet undecided. 
The wreck is still owned by the underwriters, 
who do not know what to do with it. The 
total insurance on hulls of total losses was 
$614,260. The aggregate insurance losses 
on hulls for the season are estimated at $1,- 
100,000. 


Causes Which Led to Disaster. 


A complete list, which would include every 
loss on the great lakes, ie, of course, an im- 
possibility. Many accidents of seemingly 
trivial character are not reported, and the 
first the underwriters hear of them is when 
the claim comes in, sometimes many’ months 
afterward. Where boats are not insured the 
owners make repairs, ms. the losses never 
come to the surface. The figures of this 
article are compiled from a list of 485 losses 
and are practically complete. They are, of 
course, under rather than over the complete 
statistics. Tabulated into various causes of 
marine disaster the losses, both total and 
partial, have been:

Practically all the losses by collision were 
due to fog. Many of them are covered by 
collision liability and the boats carrying that 
insurance will look to the underwriters to 
make up their liability, which the courts may 
decide. Steel boats have suffered most 
severely, the percentage of loss on them being 
much igher an on wooden boats of the 
same buiid and class. This is due mainly to 
the dangers of navigating the Sault River. 
Until such time as the government improves 
that dangerous waterway the losses on steel 
boats will continue heavy. In proportion to 
the amount of traffic the losses between Lake 
Huron and Lake Superior were probably 
greater than on any other body of naviga- 
ble water in the United States. A 
partial list of the more important 
losses gives a total of $101,575. in this 
there were included not one-half of the ordi- 
nary strandings where the boat was uninjured, 
but where owners and underwriters contrib- 
uted on an average $1,000 for lighterage and 
tug bills. A conservative estimate is that the 
traffic to Lake Superior suffered a tax of 
$200,000 in passing through the Soo River 
the last season. 


Money Saved by Lighthouses. 


After clamoring for years and struggling 
with every Lighthouse Board the marine in- 
terest two years ago succeeded in getting 
lightshi a on the dangerous reefs along the 
Lake Michigan entrance to the Straits of 
Mackinaw. The i:tnmediate effect of having 
tens reefs protected is that the losses from 

stranding at the straits have dropped oe 
$200,000 in 1890 to practically nothing 
last season. The claims of the seniea Ban 
est that the lightships would save their first 
cost every year to lake commerce have been

$50,000. Dr. Cook has submitted his plans 
to the American Geographical Society. Here 
is a summary of his scheme: 

The months for exploration will be December, 
January. February, and March. The expedition 
will leave New York Sept. 1. At the Falkland 
Islands the party will replenish its coal and pro- 
vision supply. From the Falkland Islands the 
explorers will steam directly for Terra-Louis 
Philippe. From Terra-Louis Philippe their 
course will depend much upon the movements of 
the vast packs of ice. Dr. ‘Cook will take advan- 
tage of the first’ practical opening to enter the 
ice barrier and p in a southerly direc- 
tion to most southeriy point at 
which he is ableto reach land. There he will 
search for come harbor for his vessel and estab- 
lish headquarters and begin systematic scientific 
observations at onee. Dr. Cook does not expect 
to be able to engage in much exploratory work 
during the antarctic summer of 1894-'95, but 
will be satisfied to get safely into winter quar- 
ters. The winter will be spent in all the scien- 
tific researches that may carried out in the 
neighborhood of hiscamp. He will take a good 
supply of dogs with him. 

Dr. Cook writes: 

Our whole traveling equipment will be tried 
and perfected during the long nights. Our cloth- 
ing will be made almost entirely of furs and 
bird skins that 1 brought with me from Green- 
land last summer. The garments will be cut on 
the Esquimau pattern, and will consist of fur 
outside garments and birdskin undergarments. 
I have little faith in knit clothing for these re- 
gions, and consider it almost worthless in ex- 
tremely low temperatures. We shall have an ex- 
tensive library, from which monthly magazines, 
weeklies, and daily papers will be served at reg- 
ular intervals. As soon as the sun returns our 
work in the field will begin. The inland party for 
more southern explorations will then start on its 
journey across the inland sea; the scientific ob- 
servations will be continued along the coast and 
as much of the country explo on sledges and 
in boats as the time before our retreat wil! per- 
mit. After the return of the inland. party, which 
will be about March 1, we shall at once begin 
our retreat. We shall use every endeavor to 
pastas our vessel from ice pressure and try to 

eep it from be jammed or detained in the 
ice-packs. If we > ase be so unfortunate as to 
lose our,vessel our retreat is so planned that 
by the use of a combination of small boats 
which can be drawn over ice on sleds, we shall 
be able to reach a life-boat to be left previously 
on an island off Louis Philippe Land, and in 
this cross over to the Falkland Islands. 

After we have crossed the Antarctic circle, if 
the time and weather conditions will permit. we 
shall endeavor to study the mainland and islands 
in the region of Terra-Louis Philippe. Leaving 
here, we shall probably reach the Falkland islands 
about May 1. From there, after stoppi at one 
or two South American ports, we shall steam 
direct for New York. My party will not number 
more than twelve or fourteen men. including the 
crew. My scientific corps will pamber four or 
five men, and the other members of the party will 
be intelligent, educated volunteers. I do not 
expect to prolong the Southern sledge re | | 
more than three months. On this journey 
the glacial phenomena, snow, and ice formation 
will be carefully studied. Many other important 
meteorological and geological observations may 
be made. A novel investigation, and one to 
which I expect to devote a great deal of atten- 
tion, is the Antarctic ice cap, which perhaps is 
nearly 8,000 milesin diameter, and probably 
nearly cireular in form. Its thickness is a prob- 
lematical matter and has been a subject of 
much theorizing for scientific men.

Mrs. W. T. Henderson Tells of an Exciting 
Experience, 

San Antonro, Tex., Dec. 3.—| Special. ]— 
Mrs. W. T. Henderson today returned to 
Marathon from a visit to the ranch of her 
husband, who was convicted by the Federal 
court for smuggling cattle and awaits trans- 
portation to the Kings County, N. Y., Peni- 
tentiary. She nad an exciting experience 
with Mexican soldiers, which she tells as fol- 
lows: “Iwas joined by brothers John, Will,

Grande. Wehadcamped and hobbled our 
horses out ‘and were preparing supper 
when we heard a low murmuring. We jumped 
for our guns, and the instant we moved from 
the fire the Mexican soldiers sent a volley of 
lead among us, and in less time than it takes 
to write itanother volley was fired. They 
then yelled for us to surrender, They had 
crawled within fifty feet of us and had us sur- 
rounded on three sides and also had us cut off 
from our horses. In the confusion we all be- 
came separated. Will James was unarmed. 
I hada 45-caliber Colt’s revolver and the 
boys had guns, but a_ slim supply of 
cartridges. They returned the fire for a 
while, but Joe Stillman’s gun got ag 2 and 
our only alternative was to run. The Mexi- 
cans were cursing and yelling like Indians. 
We had to walk to the river that night and 
never got together until we reached camp. 
The Mexican shot about 200 times at us, but 
luckily no one was. hurt, but the bullets 
knocked up dirt at our feet and cut twigs by 
our heads. Father is still out there and we 
have not heard from him since we left, but he 
intended to see Gen. Trevino before s he left, 
so I suppose he is all right.”’ "ie

surance company, which raised the rate of 
interest on its real estate mortgages to 6 per 
cent when the necessities of their clients were 
greatest and the financial skies were so black 
that it was hard to see light through them, 
should endeavor to hold on to this policy 
of exacting the last cent possible from its 
customers. It is only fair to presume also 
that the other big life insurance companies 
which followed the bad examplein the first 
instance will follow the lead to the end. This 
notice raising the rate of interest, which 
created such consternation when it first ap- 
peared, has lost all its terrors for the initiated, 
for they knowitto beonlya “ bluff.’”’ The 
broker is to ask 6 per cent of his client, but it 
is quickly added, ‘if he refuses, perhaps we 
may be able to arrange the matter.’’ This 
has happened not in oneinstance but in many 
within the last six weeks. 


Warner Repudiates the Charges. 


H. Warner of Rochester, the patent 
medicine man, was asked this evening what 
he had to say about the charges made by the 
directors of Warner & Co., Limited, of Lon- 
don, in their annual report tothe effect that 
he had appro ted the funds of the Ameri- 
can corporation. He said: 

The statement is as false as it is malicious, and 
it simply shows to what desperate ends the di- 
rectors have geen driven in their efforts to keep 
from the shareholders the evidence of their own 
misdeeds. At the last annual meeting I voted 
against the reélection of the Chairman, and for 
this exercise of my privilege I was summar- 
ily removed as managing director and 
have had no connection with the business 
since. My indebtedness to the company which the 
directors are now pleased to call ‘an appropria- 
tion of funds” dates back to the time when the 
business was sold to the English company. While 
the *‘corner’’ ‘was being manipulated arrange 
ments were made between myself and the di 
rectors by which I was to have the use of certain 
sums of the company’s money at such 
times as my reguirements might demaad. 
This money was treated by the directors 
as an account on which I paid 
interest, and which was reduced every six months 
by the entire amount of dividends which had 
been declared on the whole of my stc ck, which 
amounted to nearly four-fifths of the entire 
issue of both common and preferred 
stock. In compliance with their request I 
transferred, tofftwo of the directors, essrs. 
Boord and Baelz, 16,820 shares of the preferrad 
and common stock of H. Warner & Co., Lim- 
ited, of the par value of £10 each, making, inthe 
aggregate, £80,000 of collateral deposited. 

y indebtedness at this time was £40,- 
000. At the last annual meeting at which I 
refused to § vote for the  reélection 
of Chairman Boord the directors began to refer 
to my account as “ an appropriation of the funds 
of the company.”’ and for the purpose of con- 
cealing from the shareholders the part the di-

rectors played in the arrangement with 
me _and the © money they made out 
of the deal they began a suit against 
me for the recovery of £38,000 the 


amount they claimed I owed the company at that 
time. No mention of this indebtedness of mine 
to the company was made in the reports or balance 
sheets issued by the company, although it always 
appeared on the balance sheets of the company 
both in Rochester and London, and was audited 
by an English accountant and approved by the 
directors every six months. Now to shield them- 
selves they are claiming that I used the funds of 
the company without their knowledge and con- 
sent. Fearing failure in that they endeavor by 
absurd valuations and trum up accounts to 
make my indebtedness to e company appear 
three or four times what it actually is. 


Interesting Insurance Case. 
John C. Austin, or “Jack ’’ Austin as he was 
familiarly known to many people in New 
York and Brooklyn, was a member of the 
firm of shipbrokers, Lord & Austin, whose 


offices were at No. 18 Broadway. e 
was well known as an _ athlete 
and a devotee of field sports, and 


bore an excellent reputation. He disappeared 
July 4, 1891, and was supposed to have been 
drowned at Manhattan Beach. He carried a 
$15,000 policy in the Mutual Reserve Fund

EX-CONGRISSMAN MASON’S SPEECH. 

One of the neatest, most incisive, and most 
genial speeches ever made in a Chicago 
political convention was that delivered Satur- 
day last by ex-Congressman Mason in second- 
ing the nomination of Mr, Swift for Mayor. 
Mr. Mason has an enviable reputation for 
his apt speeches on off-hand occasions, 
but none of his many efforts have been apter 
than this. Wit and sarcasm rarely have been 
employed with more telling effect. 
ming up the temporary service of Mr. Swift 
he went right to the point in the following 


direct fashion: 

Mr. Swift has been Mayor for two weeks jlaugh- 
ter], possibly more than that, I don’t know the 
exact number of days, but after his time shall 
expire at the end of his term as. Mayor 
pro tem..”if he should be beaten, which 
I believe is not poasible, we can say that-he has 
done this one thing to his account, he has turned 
tho electric light of investigation upon the thievés 
and robbers who have been robbing the taxgphy- 
ers of this city. ‘The thief, the burglar who 
cognes into my house as a common burglar, takes 
hia life in his hands andisa gentleman com- 
pared to the men who will rob the citizens by re- 
sort to hypocrisy and fraud. [Applause.] And, 
as I believe, after his time expires, should he die 
or bo defeated after the short administration he 
has given the city, he turned, the light 
upon the padded pay-rolls as long 4s he was in 
office, and long after he has gonehe will be re- 
membered as the man who gave the citizens of 
the City of Chicago the benefit of an honest ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the city while he 
was Mayor. [Applause. | , 

Mr. Mason was not less happy in character- 
izing the depressing business situation in the 
country at large and Democratic responsibili- 
ty for it. His remarks upon this subject will 
come home with force to the Democratic 
workingmen who wanted a change: 

In the midst of this dire distress—l am 
not a man who bemoans about distress, be- 
cause I believe in the genius of this coun- 
try, and we have had smallpox and yel- 
low-fever, and God knows we ought to sur 
vive one term of a Democratic President— 
but in the midst of this business depression, with 
banks and business houses going Democratic and 
closing their doors, with 100,000. men in Chi- 
cago out of employment, there ought to be no 
doubt about our success. Talk about the tariff 
being a tax, why the greatest tax today is the 
idle man. and that is a tax we all have to beac. 
And the gall and cheek of the Democratic party 
now in Congress, after it had been with us 
through all the age of despair they tell us now 
by the so-called Wilson bili that the way to cure 
us is to kilius. [Laughteg.}] They argue 1p this 
way: They say thatthe way to keep money in 
this country is to encourage Americans to spend 
it for products made in some other country. They 
say the way to give employment to the working- 
men here is to buy what the workingmen make in 
some other country. And it ail sounds. pleasing 
for the workingman to know that hecan buy 
steel rails and salt cheaper than he ever could 
before. [Applause and laughter.] We put a 
tariff upon tinplate and I had the honor of hav- 
ing the first tin pail made out of it, and every 
editor of every measly little Democratic paper 
took a fall out of me on account of that little tin 
pail. (Laughter.| And they said it makes it 
five cents higher for the poor workingman to buy 
acan with which to rush the growler, and that 
he had to carry his dinner now in a brown paper, 
and that before he didn’t have to have the brown 
paper. Under this new rule, or rather under 
what the Democrats would like to have it, the 
question is not.where he is going to get the tin 
pail or the brown paper, but where is he going 
to get the dinner to put én it? 

In a word, said Mr. Mason, “ vote for the 
Democracy for protection and prosperity and 
then go to sheol for cold storage.” 

Pertinent advice it was Mr. Mason gave to 
the convention to talk plain, old-fashioned Re- 
publicanism. ‘‘ Don’t be afraid to talk Re- 
publicanism. The Democrats will talk De- 
mocracy. While we don’t intend to drive 
away any good Democrat who wishes to vote 
for Mr. Swift we want to get the Republicans 
out to vote. The danger of a defeat for Mr. 
Swift isin the wards where gentlemen who 
don’t wear woolen stockings, and are afraid 
they will get their feet cold, will not come out 
and vote, But if you give us a good, legiti- 
mate Republican vote in the wards we will 
elect Geo B. Swift by 20,000 majority.” 

It is pleasant news for the Republicans. and 
the business-men of Chicago that Mr. Mason 
proposes to go on the stump in the short mu- 
nicipal campaign and talk old-fashioned Re- 
publicanism to the workingmen and to the 
gentlemen who don’t wear woolen stockings 
and are afraid of cold feet. It will bea lively 
campaign that is illustrated by Mr. Mason’s 
characteristiz and convincing oratory. He 
should be beard in every ward in the city if 
possible, At all events let him have a chance 
at the workingmen, and it goes without saying 
that they will want another change after listen- 
ingtohim. The mantle of the late Emery 
Storrs evidently has fallen on his shoulders, 
His brightness, wit, humor, sarcasm, and 
neatness of putting things will have a telling 


effect. 
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INCOME TAX FOR CITIES ONLY. 

Hints thrown out by some of the Demo- 
cratic leaders justify the belief that one ob- 
ject in proposing an income tax is the idea 
that such tax would be collected from the 
cities and let people in the rural districts go 
free. In that respect it is to be class legisla- 
tion, and taxation of one class for the benefit 
of another. It is said that hardly any one iv 
“the country” has an income exceeding 
$4,000 per year, so that practically no one 
residing on a farm or ina village would have 
to pay an income tax, while great numbers of 
residents in the larger cities receive more than 
that amount per annum, this class including 
many clerks and not a few skilled workers as 
well as capitalists. Hence the farmers are 
counted on to support the imposition of an 
income tax, and to be seconded by the wage 
toilers in the cities. 

The intrinsic unfairness of such an arrange- 
ment is evident when the difference in condi- 
tions is considered, Money ‘* goes further ”’ 
in the country than in the city in the purchase 
of such comforts as are necessary to the aver- 
age of respectability. The income of $4,000 
in the city is not worth more in this important 
respect than is $2,500 in the average rural 
district. The one item of house room alone 
constitutes a large part of the difference, It 
would not be fair to tax the larger sum and 
let the smaller one go free without taking 
account of the difference in location. And to 
place the limit of exemption a little higher— 
for instance, where the rural Congressman 
would not be required to pay a tax 
on income—would not diminish the 
inequality. Rather it would increase it by 
a practical exemption of everybody who 
does not reside in a city of the United States, 
and put a special burden upon every city resi- 
dent who by diht of saving economy or the 
possession of superior ability had managed 
to raise himself a little above the level of the 
average toiler in the matter of income. This 
would be a special ®utra tax, because the 
person called on to . would previously 
have paid taxes on * enjoyed or eon- 
sumed by himself and fatily, paid them 
in proportion to his income a portion 
of that income were set aside to be used 
forthe purchase of taxpaying property. So 
it t would be a double taxation of each person 
composing the minority, while all others were 
allowed to get off with the payment of one tax 
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In sum-— 


orsetof taxes in

| The people who clamor for an income tax 
are deliberately unjust in wanting to discrimi- 
nate against one class in favor of the rest. or 
they ignore the plain fact that the people of 
large incomes pay their full proportion under 
present arrangements if the assessors do their 
duty. These pay taxes each year on what 
they have saved up as well as on what they 
spend for the supply of current necessities or 
luxuries. And it is not difficult to sée that on 
the latter they pay a larger percentage than 
comes out of the toiler, The prices. of most 
articles of consumption in the humble home 
are very little affected by the tariff. The food 
costs less than in free trade England, the fuel 
and clothing scarcely more, while the some- 
what higher house rents paid by the American 
workers are directly due to the greater cost of 
manual labor and the taxes that have to be 
paid by the property-owner. es 
Hence, apart from the odious character of 
the Income tax as involving the right of in- 
quiry into the private affairs of the citizen 
and exposing him to a system of espionage 
which is inconsistent with the idea of free- 
dom, the tax proposed has such iniquitously 
unfair features that no right-minded man 
should favor it. The older citizen can remem- 
ber well how odious was the income tax im- 
posed during the war. and that it was sub- 
mitted to patiently only as a war measure, 
like the conscription which was necessary to 
the suppression of the rebellion. It was 
abolished after the war because found highly 
objectionable to the average citizen, and if 
reinstituted now it would surely be found one 
of the most objectionable of all the steps 
taken by a Democratic Congress in trying to 
provide for the national expenditures.

GOV. WAITE’S SILVER DOLLARS, 

Surely the ears of Gov. Waite of Colorado 
must tingle and his eyelids quiver when he 
hears and reads what the people of his State 
have to say about his crazy quilt scheme for 
making silver money. Even the silver 
miners, the men on whom he depended for 
support, have ‘*“‘gone back on him,” They 
denounce his propositions as foolish in the 
extreme and some call them treasonable. All 
seem to be opposed to the expense and 
trouble of an extra session, which it is under- 
stood would be convened for the express pur- 
pose of agreeing toa plan which Waite has 
concerted with President Diaz of Mexico. It 
should be called ‘‘agreed on,’’ because the 
Legislature and Governor could not make it 
legal though they were unanimously in favor 
of it, which they are not. 

The plan formulated in an extensive corre- 
spondence between the two officials is re- 
ported to be as follows: The Treasurer of 
Colorado is to be empowered to receive 
kullion from Colorado mine owners, ship 
it to Mexico, have it coined there 
into dollars, and have those dollars re- 
turned to the men who owned the 
bullion, to be by them put into cir- 
culation. These coins are not to be Mexican 
dollars nor United States dollars. They are 
to be a hybrid production, bearing on dne 
side the State arms of Colorado and on the 
other a bust of the Mexican President, with 
the inscription, ‘‘E Mexico Republicana.”’ 
The seigniorage agreed upon is sufficiently 
liberal to enlist Mexican approval of the 
scheme, and the rest was only a matter of 
detail. 

It is said this currency idea is to be sub 
mitted toa called convention of miners, It 
is expected they will favor it heartily as af- 
fording them a use for their product. If they 
so approve it the plan will be incorporated by 
the Governor in his message to the Legisla- 
ture in extra session, and the mining indorse- 
ment is counted on to carry it safely through 
the lawmaking process. But itis said many 
of the miners think such action would do 
them harm instead of good. If this be the 
case there may be no extra session after all, 
as the Governor depends on the miners for 
the influence necessary to make the thing a 
success. If they did not want to have their 
silver coined on the terms, stated, paying a 
big seigniorage for the cutting and stamping 
of their property into pieces which would not 
sell or pass for more than their bullion value, 
very few of the new fangled dollars would cir- 
culate in Colorado as a result of passing the 
law. . 

It is not probable the scheme will be in- 
dorsed by the nriners, and still less probable 
that it will be formally adopted . by the peoyple 
of the State through their representatives. 
The result is not likely to be other than a 
making of Gov. Waite more ridiculous than 
he is now, if that be possible. He will be 
aughed at by his own people and those of 
other States, while in foreign countries the 
question will be asked howit is possible for 
such a colossal ass to worm his way into the 
Gubernatorial chair. Doubtless nota few at 
home and abroad will entertain. grave suspic- 
ions as to his sanity, and think it would be 
‘better to have him confined in some asylum 
than to permit him longer to jeopardize the 
reputation of the people over whom he has 
been called to rule. 
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THE ENGLISH COAL STRIKE. 

Now that the strike of the English coal 
miners is ended by their return to work at the 
same wages that were paid therm last June the 
wage question is being extensively discussed 
in the Engfish press. It is widely claimed by 
the workers that the outcome has established 
the principle that wages should control prices 
rather than prices should control wages. Also 
it is stated confidently that there was no 
real necessity for the demand by the oper- 
ators that wages be reduced. The lowering in 
the price of coal, which was urged as a reason 
for asking the reduction, is said not to have 
been general, It was based on the prices paid 
for less than one-eleventh part of the output— 
namely, that supplied to the railroad and gas 
companies. The 16 million tons per year 
consumed by them was made the subject 
of vigorous competitiqn and contracted 
for at prices far below those charged to 
other consumers, the latter paying figures 
which yielded a good profit. If these 
statements be true they indicate that 
the operators could afford to pay the rate of 
wages that was the rule last spring, and it is 
reported that many of them were doing so for 
weeks previous to the arbitration conducted 
by Lord Rosebery. But that is very far from 
proving the general proposition in regard to 
the ability of the boss producer to command 
for his product the prices rendered necessary 
by adherence to a named scale of wages. The 
success or failure of that rule must depend on 
the amount of competition from other sellers 
whose operations are not dictated by that 
wage scale. 

Labor forms an important item in the total 
cost of coal production. The English statis- 
tics for 1880 distributed the cost as_ follows: 
Wages, 55 per cent; royalties, 8 per cent; 
other charges, 25 per cent; and profits, 12 
percent. As wages have been greatly in- 
ereased since then and there hag been some 
reduction ‘in the selling price of coal, the 
profits mist have been much cut down. But 
there was a partial compensation for this in 
the higher prices charged for coal during the 
struggie. A sharp rise followed quickly 
on the strike and subsequent advances 
brought the country almost to the verge ofa 
panic. Many of the smaller manufacturers 
shut down their works, being unable to pay 
fuel bills and sell their product in competition 


with foreigners. Germans took 4 portion of 


the export trade, and probably some of, this | 


has gone never to return. Theexports of coal 
and coke did not decline so much as might 
have been‘expected, the falling off being but 
about 3 per cent from that of the 
corresponding time last year. Of course there 
was great suffering among the toilers, and 
this was not limited to the mining class. 
Many others were thrown out-of employment, 
and all the rest had to pay out of their slender 
earnings higher prices for the fuel they con- 
sumed. Had they been forced to pay those 
higher figures for all the coal used during the 
coming winter the result must have been a 
privation of creature comforts*not paralleled 
in recent years in the British Isles. 
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AMEND THE SENATE RULES. 

There are now before the Senate Committee 
on Rules nine distinct propositions for the 
amendment of the rules so as to put it out of 
the power of a minority to resort to dilatory 
tactics to the extent that was practiced by the 
free silver men at the special session, Such 
was the general contempt and derision which 
the Senate brought: upon itself during last 
summer by reason of its adherence to rules 
which took power out of the hands of the 
majority and placed it in those of the mi- 
nority that it is not impossible the commit- 
tee will report some mild changes which will 
make it a little easier to transact business 
than is the case now, and which will clip 
somewhat the wings of ‘Senatorial cour- 
tesy.”’ The Senate has come to be so large a 
body now that. many Senators feel that the 
old rules which were abused so shamefully at 
the special session ought to be modified, 

There is no apparent immediate necessity 
for the reformation of the rules. The Repub- 
licans are not going to do any filibustering 
at this session, no matter how deeply they 
may be convinced of the unwisdom or wrong- 
fulness of legislation proposed by the Demo-. 
crats. In reply to a question what the course 
of the Republicans would be regarding the 
tariff bill Senator Hawley says: 

We shall make no factious opposition and will 


.hot resort to tactics of delay beyond the time 


when legitimate debate shall be oxhausted. If 
Republican Senators had any disposition to seek 
such delay (which they have not) they would not 
be supported therein by their constituents. 
Manufacturers and others who are interested in 
the subject of the tariff are anxious to know 
their fate, and will desire to have the question 
disposed of as speedily as it can be properly 
done, 

That is afact. Filibustering against a tariff 
bili which had a majority of the Senate pre- 
pared to vote for it would not be countenanced, 
even by those who will be injured by that bill. 
They know that they have an appeal to the 
people at the Congressional elections next 
winter, and the people will decide. 

But while the Democtats have no Repub- 
lican filibustering against their measures to 
dread, they ought to go ahead without delay 
and modernize the rules of the Senate and as- 
similate them tp those of other legislative 
bodies where the rights of the majority have 
some recognition as well as those of the mi- 
nority. For though there is not at this mo- 
ment any question in sight which seems likely 
to provoke filibustering, yet one may come 
up unexpectedly at any minute, and, if the 
rules are not amended, tine scenes of the spe- 
cial session may be repeated. 


CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 

Congressman Fithian of this State is going 
to introduce a bill to abolish the Civil Service 
Commission. He has a thorough old-school 
Democratic contempt for civil service reform, 
or for any system which allows a Republican 
to hold oftice under a Deinocratic administra- 
tion. He is like Senator Turpie, who declares 
that a Presidential election should decide not 
merely whether a Democrat or a Republican 
is to occupy the White House, but whether a 
Democrat or Republican shall fill the smalivst 
postoffice in the land. 

There are a great many Democrets who 
agree fully with Messrs. Fithian and Turpie, 
and who would like to go back to the old 
days when the election of a Democratic Presi- 
dent was followed swiftly and inevitably by 
the dismissal of every Whig in the service of 
the government from the highest down to the 
lowest position. Nevertheless Mr. Fithian’s 
bill will not pass, and the House will waste no 
time in discussing it. 

Civil service reform has not made that 
progress which some of its enthusiastic 
friends hoped it would, but what progress it 
has made is permanent. While the people 
never have displayed the enthusiasm over this 
‘“*reform’’ that they have over many others, 
yet they are pleased with what has been ac- 
complished. They feel satisfaction in know- 
ing that « change in administration will not 
demMoralizethe departments nor icripple the 
railway mail service, Every adfition to the 
list of government employés who come under 
civil service rules is gratifying to them. 

Therefore any attempt -to go backwards 
would be received with marked poputar dis- 
favor. If the Democrats were to pass Mr. 
Fithian’s bill it would not gain them one vote, 
but would lose them a great many in the most 
intelligent sections of the country, where they 
have the greatest need of votes. Civil service 
reform, though 1t moves so slowly, has come to 
stay. Inthe course of time it will make its way 
downward from Federal to State employés, 
and in the dirn future the voters of the great 
cities will begin to recognize the fact that it 
does not pay to have a general turning out 
of competent employés every time there is a 
change in the politics of the Mayor. 
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Tue table of bank clearings for last week is 
a forcible showing of the dullness which 
reigns in business circles all over the country 
as a consequence of the Democratic move- 
ment toward tariff *‘ reform.” As compared 
with the corresponding week last year New 
York shows a decrease of 46.3 per cent, and 
allthe other clearing cities an average de- 
crease of 87.9 percent. The 40,1 decrease 
for Chicago is less than the 42.8 per cent 
recorded for the whole country, though all 
the activities of the Fair have ceased, and a 
year ago we were in the full tide of energy in 
preparing for the Exposi-ion. In spite of our 
great falling-off -~we still lead Boston in vol- 
ume of clearings for the week by nearly six 
million dollars, or more than 8g percent. It 
is fair to remember that the week this year 
included Thanksgiving day, while the com- 
parison week for last year followed that 
festival. But after making due allowance for 
that fact the decadence to be set down to. the 
(dis)eredit of tariff “ reform” remains a 
great and lamentable one. The responsibili- 
ty for it rests upon the people at Washington 
who affect to believe they are in honor bound 
to carry out the demands made in the Dem- 
ocratic national platform, while they are ig- 
noring utterly its declarations in most im. 
portant partictlars. Of course it would not 
be of any use toask them to'call a halt in 
their mad career and let tariff tinkermg alone 
at least till the business interests of the coun- 
try seem better able than now to bear the inflic- 
tion. But those who voted the Democratit tick- 
et thirteen months ago and now are suffering 
the first fruits of the bitter consequences will be 
apt to remember the cause and its effect when 
the time comes round again to vote for a na- 
tional ticket. They will remember it all the 
more forcibly if, as now séems probable, their 
suffermg by that time wili have been much 
greater than any they yet have experienced.

in grotesque 

To his advantage it is, therefore, since he aspires 
to the Shakspearean drama, that in the- entire 
gamut of the poet’s characters not one can be 
found better suited to his abnormal dramatic 
proclivities than the clownish twin 
man of the twin Antipholi of the 
“ Comedy of Errors,”” Playgoers will pleasantly 
remember the production of this earliest and 
lightest of Shakspeare’s comedies accomplished 
by Mr. Robson during his loitg association with 
Mr. William H, Crane, His roturn to it last 
evening at the Chicago Opera-House was 4 
pleasurable event as well as a_ distinct 
advance over his former efforts, as his present 
production is more pretentious in every way than 
was the earlier one. The comedian has been suc- 
cessful to an unusual degree in what might be 
called matching himself with one who, if he has 
not Mr. Robson's peculiar manner and 
appearance, is, at least, skillful enoughin the 
matter of mako-up and imitation to make the 
two Dromios almost indistinguishable. Mr. 
Giles Shine played the Dromio of Ephesus, 
and although his acting was essentially 
the acting of imitation in method 
as much as is voice and appearance, it was suffi- 
ciently positive to balance the scale that weighed 
each character against the other. Mr. 
Robson makés the Dromios as gTo- 
tesque and clownish as his unusual re- 
sources in this direction will permit, and 
therefore keeps them more strikingly in contrast 
with the other roles of the company. W. H. El- 
wood and John J. Farrell played respectively 
Antipholus of Syracuse and Antipholus of Ephe- 
sus and successfully maintained the similarity. 
as woll as giving. dramatic force to the 
characterizations, Mr. Elwced’s scene with 
Luciana in the garden of his brother's house was 
a commendable piece of. serious acting which 
was happily duplicated by Mr. Farrell's scenes 
in the fourth act when taken prisoner by 
the Pretorian guards. Mrs. Robson appeared in 
role of Adriana and presented an intelligent and 
pleasantly tempered personation of the perplexed 
and jealousy-racked wife. Miss Grace Lynch re- 
‘flected the tendernoss and ingenuousness of girl- 
hood in the role of Luciana. It was evident that 
‘old men” are nét Mr. William Yerance’s forte, 
who played the part of Aegeon. , 

fhe production in the matter of its scenic in- 
vestiture and costumes was elaborate and cor- 
rect. Liberties had been taken with the text, as 
is necessary for the adequate production of al- 
most all of Shakspeare’s plays, Cértain scenes 
were merged, and the play was divided into four 
acts instead of the original five. These 
presented pictures of the Odeum at Ephesus, the 
exterior and garden ofthe house of Antipholus 
of Ephesus, the Port of Ephesus, and the melan- 
choly vale which is characterized in the text as 
the scene before the priory. 

The comedian at whose direction the pro- 
duction probably took its present form was 
happy in veiling as much as possible the 
automaton-like changing and confusing of 
the doubies, one instance, at least, in which 
Shakspeare did not rise above the source 
of his ideas, for the Menechme of Plautus, 
which in all probability suggested the ‘* Comedy 
of Errors,” the matter of mixed identity 
seoms to be more adroitly handled not 
withstanding that it antedates Shaks- 
peare by aimost 2,000 years. It seems 
a sacrilege against artto insinuate that these 
two greatest figures of the classic drama, Plautus 
and Shakspeare, might have learned a lesson in 
the handling of mixed identity from the modern 
school of French farce writers, but it does not 
require great restraint of admiration to dis- 
tinguish among the lowly farce output of the 
present century quite as adroit handling of con- 
fused identity as a mainspring of humop as even 
Shakspeare or Plautus has revealed. A de- 
tracting feature of last night's  pro- 
duction was the poor taste shown 
in the manipulation of lights. The 
stage was flooded with fast changing rays of 
blue, yellow, red, and green in a manner which 
suggested that the manipulator had not yet 
awakened to a realization of the fact that Man- 
ager Henderson’s extravaganza was well on its 
way to the Pacific slope.

Mr. Otis Skinner proved to be a young Shy- 
lock at Hooley’s last night; but when one says 
this one mentions the defect in his impersonation 
which time will most easily supply. The actor 
was quick and virile in his action; but at the 
same time he was earnest and energetic—qualities 
which pleaded powerfully in his’ behalf. He 
had no strained theories about the character to 
exploit; and for this one respected him. He 
threw himself into a portrayal of the traditional 
Shylock, and he fairly won the generous 
applause that was given him. He had two 
recalls after the Tubal speech which were 
genuine in their warmth and of which 
a much older actor might be proud. 
Mme. Modjeska’s Portia was seen in the Booth- 
Barrett days, and-its quiet sufficiency. was a fore- 
gone conclusion. It is not the Shaksnearean 
character that appeals most powerfully to her: but 
it is one which she treats with artistic adequacy. 
There was more vigor than repose in the general 
presentation of the comedy. Mr. Collins realized 
Antonio to the eye, but not to any other sense. 
Mr. Howard Kyle would haye been better suited 
with the part of Antoniothan that of Gratiano. 
Mr. R. Peyton Carter was a dry instead of an 
unctuous Launcelot Gobbo. A sweet and pre- 
possessing Jessica was that of Miss Maud Dnr- 
bin. The performance last evening was for the 
benefit of Ben G. Rogers, a voteran actor who has 
supported notonly Mme.

MELLO HAS MADE GREAT GAINS, 


Situation in Brazil as Viewed by One Con- 
versant with Its Affairs, 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Dec. 3.—A member of 
the diplumatic corps who possesses an in- 
timate acquaintance with Brazil and Brazil. 
ians today gave an interesting picture of the 
situation in that republic as viewed by him. 
He said: 

‘If the report of a battle near San Paulo 
is correct the revolutionists have made im- 
mense strides in their control of the territory 
| south of Rio Janeiro. July 1 Gen. Saraiva, 

at the head of the insurgent forces, 
was located along the frontier of Uruguay 
and the Argentine Republic, in the State of 
Rio Grande do Sul, and, as a matter of fact, 
this revolution began in that part of the coun- 
try. Mellogave his adherence to it after it 
had been in existence some time. To have 
reached San Paulo the revolutionists must 
have gone by land through the States of Pua- 
rana and Santa Catharina, to within 300 miles 
of the capital of the republic, These States, 
San Paulo, Santa Catharina, Parana, and Rio 
Grande do Sul comprise the richest portion of 
the republic and have within their borders 
some of the most important commer- 
cial and strategic points in the 
country. One of these is the port of 
Santos in Paulo, from which is exported the 
greater portion of the coffee of Brazil. Its 
custom-house revenues, Iam told, amoypnt to 
$80,000,000 a year, by far the largest por- 
tion of the receipts of the government, 

Revolutionists’ Great Gains, 

**On the Uruguay and Argentine frontiers 
are situated the Townsof Sun Borja and 
Itaquy, in each of which is located a nationat 
arsenal containing immense quantities of war 
materials. If the revolutionists have ob- 
tained control of these places it will 
readily be seen that the coadi- 
tion of _ the Government of Brazil 
is quite desperate. The Peixoto 
government, however, maintains at least 
nominal control of the territory with Gov. 
Caatilho at Porto Alegro, in the State of Rio 
Grande do Sul. The Governor has 6,000 na- 
tional troops with him, but communication 
between him and the President 1s difficult if 
‘not impracticable. The presence of Gen. 
Saraiva in San Paulo would prevent coi- 
munication by land, while Admiral Mello’s 
ships, of which he nas three, off St. Catha- 
rines Islands, about half way between Porto 
Alegro and Rio, would intercept any vessels 
which he did not desire to pass from one port 
to the other. 

‘* The key to the situation in Brazil,’’ con- 
tinued the diplomat, “lies in these four 
States. They are strongly republican in sen- 
timent, while the northern part of the coun- 
try, including the Towns of Rico, Bahia, and 
Pernambuco, are monarchical. The question 
that now confronts the country is one that 
will not be finally settled tor many years, and 
may find its solution in the separation of the 
republic into two or possibly three sover- 
eignties.”  ~ 

Mello’s Destination Discussed. 
The probable destination of Admiral Mello 
on the Aquidaban was discussed. He said, in 
his opinion, the revolutionary leader had 
turned south, as the dispatches from Rio 
stated, only to mystify those onshore or to 
delude possible followers. 
‘* Mello’s destination,”’ he said, ‘‘I have no 
doubt is first Bahia and then Pernambuco, 
which hie on the east and northeast coast of 
Brazil. The monarchical sentiment in both 
is quite strong, and the visit of Mello will 
probably be followed by an tprising in sup- 
port of the revolution, especially if, as I im- 
agine, Mello’s ultitnate purpose is to establish 
a monarchical goverument in Brazil. After 
stopping at these places Mello will probably 
turn off to the east and lie in wait for the 
coming of the America and the Nictheroy, | If 
he meets them, or either of them, unless they 
run away, the results are likely to be serious 
to them.” 
The State Department officials when asked 
tonight about Brazilian matters frankly stated 
that they had no authentic news giving any 
clew as to Mello’s present whereabouts or 
future intentions.

SAID TO BE AHEAD OF ERICSSON. 


An Austrian Said to Have Invented the. 
Modern Screw Propeller. 

The Austrians have just been celebrating 
the centenary of Joseph Ressel, one of the 
many claimants to the honor of being the in- 
ventor of the screw propeller, by a festival in 
front of his statue in front of the Polytechnic 
Institute of Vienna. Itis said that Ressel, 
who died in poverty and neglect in 1857, de. 
scribed his plan for using the Archimedean 
screw for the propulsion of ships as long 
ago as 1812, but it was not until 1829, 
when all his earlier patents had lapsed for 
want of money to renew themi, that he suc- 
ceeded in interesting a Trieste merchant, Fon- 
tana, in his device, and securing a trial for it 
on board a small steamer called the Cidetta. 
Unluckily for him one of his steam-pipes 
burst, and the authorities thereupon forbade 
all further experiments. Poor Ressel was de- 
rided on all sides and was asked whether he 
wished to bore a hole in thesea. The New 
York Evening Post says there is no doubt that 
he was a genius in his way, or that he, incom- 
mon with many others, was working on the 

rinciple of the screw for, some years before 
Gvissean obtained his patent in 1836. 
John Bourne, in his treatise on the 
screw propeller,“ describes 126 dif- 
ferent inventions, but does not even 
mention the name of Ressel, although a mon- 
ument to the memory of the latter had been 
erected already in Vienna. Ericason’s plea 
for a patent was contested stoutly in the 
English law courts, but he was able to prove 
that the only propeller in use before 1836 
was the Archimedean screw, and one with 
arms like the vane of a smokejack. Capt. 
Delisle, a French engineer, presented a design 
for a submerged screw to the Ministry of 
rine as early as 1823. But the Austrian in- 
ventor must have been a remarkabie man, for 
in the list of his inventions, which perished 
for want of money, may be found steam tram- 
— the pneumatic tube, iron ribs for ships,

LOW-PRICED BONDS IN DEMAND. 


Professional Operators Discern an Under- 
current of Strength. 

New Yorx, Dec. 3.—[Special. ]|—Irregular- 
ity is the main feature of the. market with a 
general undertone of strength. The latter is 
due mainly to cheap money and, in some 
lesser degree, to the October reports of rail- 
road earnings. These showed increases in 
net earnings due to severe cutting down of ex- 
penses, The gross earnings were nothing to 
boast of, and the ménths of November and 
December may be expected to show up vety 
poorly. But with money offering at 3 per 
cent till May next, on mixed collateral and a 
surplus reserve of $76,000,000, holders of 
stocks that pay anything seem disposed, as a 


rule, to hold 
exceptions.

the stock sold at 102; on Friday it sold at 80. 
There it struck e hegyy buying orders and 
rallied. The heavy sellers at the higher prices 
evidently considered that after so quick and 
large a drop it was time to buy around 
80 for a turn. To all appearance it 
is only for a_ turn. If the sugar 
company is to make a fight in Congress 
against the reduction in the duty on refined 
sugar proposed in the Wilson bill, the direct- 
ors are hardly likely to make it with the stock 
quoted at high figures. They have a better 
hatidie to work with in a low price, and while 
the fight goes on the chance to make wide and 
rapid fluctuations in the stock is not likely to 
be neglected. 

It seems to be settled that there is to be ho 
increase in the tax on whisky, and distillers’ 
stock has been dropping. It has been held 
up on the su tion that an increase of some 
amount would be made, If none is made the 
calculations of insiders will be considerably 
thrown out. People who are in position to 
know the real situation of the company say 
that itis notin good shape financially, and 
with the prop of an expected increase in the 
tax knocked from under it they don’t see how 
the price of the stock can be held up. 

Higher Prices for Chicago Gas.

i causes Chicugo gas has advanced con- 
derably and friends of the company talk 
confidently about much higher prices for it. 
of cash dividends being a certain- 
ty hereatter and say they have been most 
reeably surprised in the earnings. which 
did not fall off after the close of the Fair, as 
they were expected to do. 

The really active trading of the week has 
been in the stocks referred to—viz.: gas, dis- 
tillers’, and sugar—and this is likely to con- 
tinue so long as the market remains narrow 
and therefore professional. Special condi- 
tions, however, in respect to other properties 
are prompting their friends to make them 
active in the markuet. for the enormous ac- 
cumulation of idle money is a strong bait to 
tempt the speculative instinct. 

Union Pacitic is one of these. The sugges- 
tion was made when the company went into a 
receivership that the process of reorganiza- 
tion would afford splendid chances for work- 
ing the stock in the market, complicated as it 
would be with Congressional action. The 
movements of the stock already show that the 
chances are being availed of. The stock is 
growing more active daily, and the personnel 
of the Reorganization committee gives the 
assurance that the. activity will continue, 
Erie securities are strong, and the talk 
is now that the new bonds to be issued in ex- 
change for the existing seconds may bear 414 
or 5 per cent instead of 4. The price of the 
seconds, however, does’ not indicate this. 
There is to be no assessment on the stock. 
There seems to be a disposition to trade in the 
large class of low-priced stocks and bonds, 
apparently on the theory these suffered more 
severely in the panic than any others and 
have not had their fair share of recovery. 

Ascent of a Low-Priced Stock, 


The Louisville, New Albany and Chicago 
company has sold tothe stockholkers the 
15,000 shares of new preferred stock which 
have been held back so long waiting for more 
favorable times. The price was $40 ,per 
share, and the issue having been made it om 
be expected that the stock will become muc 
more active in the market. Despite the gen- 
eral depression of business the company has 
been able to increase its earnings to the 
extent that a dividend on the preferred 
for thecurrent six months “is in sight.” 
This is but a straw showing the way the wind 
is blowing. When new issues of securities are 
announced it is pretty plain that the panic ie 
over, and the overflowing coffers of the banks 
are exerting their influence on investors and 
speculators alike. Indeed, the constantly- 

prices of bonds are the most striking 
evidence of this. Bonds of companies 
in default seem to be a pretty good 
speculation at this time. They. are tol- 
erably sure to sell higher as the 
various Reorganization committees get more 
actively to work, stimulated thereto by mon- 
ey lenders anxious to employ their idle funds. 
While the accumulation of money is the evi- 
dence of dull trade it supports prices. When 
the process of accumulation stops and the 
mol reserves begin to decline interest rates

|BUSINESS IS QUIET. | % 


RATHER LESS AOTIVITY THAN AT 
ANY TIME BEFORE THIS YEAR. 


The Grain Markets Are Narrow and Feel 
the Need of Outside Support—In Wheat 
the Long Side Is Favored, but Invest- 
ment Buying Might Easily Be En- 
larged=Receipts Relatively Small, and 
So with the Exports<The Continental 
‘Cables Show Fair Strength—Corn Dull. 

Quietness in business affairs is the feature 
of the situation. It has been perhaps for 
some time, but last week seemed to make the 
fact more pronounced than it has been be- 
fore. Pérhaps the promulgation by the Ways 
and Means committee of the proposed tariff 
bill, with its changes in customs duties, had 
something to do with this. Certain it is, at 
any rate, that at no time during the year have 
bustess affairs come quite so near a stand- 
still as they appear just now. : 

Money goes on accumulating to a re- 
markable amount. The greatest record ever 
before made in the way of accumulations 
in the New York banks has now been far 
surpassed andthe prospect seems good for 
much further accumulation. The same is true 
in Chicago, but the aceumulation has not yet 


made itself felt so markedly as it has in New 


York, in the way ofa reduction in interest rates. 
It has had its effect in another way, however, 
and thatis the decision by the savings banks of 
the city to pay only. 8 percent on savings accounts 
after Jan. 1. Even the banks carrying country 
balances upon which they arg paying 2 per cent 
are growing uneasy, and thére is talk among 
some of them of an attempt to reduce that rate, 
or even to de away with it altogether. 

The outlook is that rates will soon begin to 
give way here under the great accumulation of 
idle money. That is indeed more than prospect; 
it isan accomplished fact. Loans are being 
made now at an exceedingly low rate of interest, 
although the facts regarding the rates are kept 
from publi¢ attention. Five per cent is no longer 
the. mi ire rate here, but even while that is 
true the great mass of bank loans are bearing 6 
per cent or more, and notafew are paying as 
high as 7 per cent. 

Bank cjparings throughout the country showed 
an excessively heavy decline as compared with 
last year, but it should be remembered that the 
corresponding week of last year did not contain 
a Thanksgiving holiday. Still after taking that 
inte calculation the clearings continue to show 

there is but scant business activity. 

As a rule bankers and other observers of the 
situation are uniformly cheerful as tothe out- 
look. While they.admit freely enough that busi- 
ness is at present exceedingly quiet, they see 
Signe that indicate a rapid return of- activity 
when the current turns in that direction, and 
they lpok for the current to come .certainly not 
later than early spring. These hopes are based 
on the inherent soundness of the situation and 
the pros t that the consumptive demand will 
drive industries into activity soon. The stocks 
of manufactured products are having rapid in- 
roads made upon them by even the hand to 
mouth demand that is the current character of 
the wholesale trade at present. It will soon bea 
matter not of opinion but of necessity that cer- 
tain factories be started up. 

The week in the stock market has been dull 
and uninteresting. A good demand for bonds 
continued during the week and prices advanced 
materially under it, but there has been little de- 
mand for the speculative stocks. On the other 
hand, there has been quite as little pressure to 
sell stocks and the result is that considering the 
decided dullness there has been remarkable firm- 
ness in the market. That firmness is doubly 
striking whten it is remem how little gen 
eral business activity there is and how much af- 
fected by that the industrial stocks must be. 
Holders of securities see nowhere else they can 
put their money to advantage and therefore are 
not at allinclined tosell. The market is-in a posi- 
tion where a revival in the demand and an awaken- 
ing of the Seeenane spirit would move quota- 
tions rapidly. 

There has been much talk of new elevated rail- 
road schemes again, and a company has appeared 
before the Council asking for franchises for a 
North Side road with West Side branches. The 

eking ind the company seems of the strong- 
est sort, but its advent as been without effect 
on North Chicago Street railroad stock. There 
is reason to believe that whatever the plans of 
the company may be they are notlikely to be 

atly at variance with the interests of the 

‘orth Chicago company nor entirely independ- 
ent from it. North Chicago Street railroad 
stockholders are looking forward with confi- 
dence for something handsome at the annual 
meeting if it does not come before. The company’s 
earnings forthe year have been so large that an 
extra dividend of some sort seems inevitable and 
there. is. prospect, too, for a further increase in 
the stock. The City railway has given formal 
notice of a prospective $1.000,000 increase in 
stock. Such elevated competition as has devel- 
oped on the West Side so far does not seem to 
seriously interfere with West Side traffic. The 
market for that stock has been a shade heavy, 
but on the whole satisfactorily firm throughout 
the week. 

Some of the industrials have showed much 
strength. Diamond Match has made consider- 
able advance, and New York Biscuit has scored a 
decided gain. The breweries continue neglected 
and rather heavy. Strawboard has also been dull 
and heavy. There has been some revival of in- 
terest in Street’s Stable Car and the stock is firm. 

Infinences at work in the produce markets 
have shown more or less potency, yet no decisive 
victories were gained on either side, and the 
speculative business was but moderate in vol- 
ume. Itisfairtosay that in wheat the senti- 
menty as for some time past, has shown a leaning 
toward the bull side, and the market is re- 
sponsive to news favorable to the longs. Yet the 
breadth so long promised and anticipated is 
prospective, and the market shows the need of 
outside business. The quiet buying on the part 
of capitalists who have money to invest and who 
consider wheat a purchase has gone on, and it 
has been one of the features of the trade that the 
offerings were fairly well absorbed and 
a lot of stuff taken off the slate. 
although there is room for much improve- 
ment in that direction. The lowest prices 
on record have not the magnetic drawing power 
that would seem to be reasunable, and the belief 
is general that the market would show much 
more life and energy were it on an advancing 
scale and 10 or 20 cents higher. There is an un- 
questioned falling off in the receipts at spri 
wheat points, but the effect of this is minimi 
by the small character of the exports, the weekly 
clearances being only half those of the earlier 
months of the crop year when wheat and flour 
were going abroad at the rate of about 5.000,000 
bu per week. The trade has been somewhat dis- 
tur by the reports of the cheap wheat offered 
by Russia. But it is just as well when 
considering s to glance at the atti- 
tude of other markets. While the English 
trade centers have been rather hesitating, it is 
true, the continent has exhibited independent 
strength. Paris advanced last Saturday more 
than 2c, and the French importers have been 
quietly pick up cargoes off coast, while Liver- 
post and London seemed to await lower prices. 

hipments to Western Europe have been heavy, 
however, and the amount poured in there last 
week was estimated 2,000,000 bu over require- 
ments. Just now there is increasing interest in 
the visible supply changes. Ordinarily the total 
public stocks reach their maximum about the 
middle of January. Owing to the free market- 
ing this fallit now looks as though the visible 
will begin to decrease several weeks earlier than 
usual,and some go as far as to express the 
opinion that the total will show a decrease 
this week for the first time. Meanwhile 
the local stock continues burdensome around 20,- 
000,000 bu and serves to hold aloof many timid 
operators who are afraid to buy so long as this 
menace to prices remains in the forefront. 
Happily forthe bulls the December deliveries 
were well taken care of, and the amount which 
went around the first two days of the month 
rested in strong hands. ° J 

Corn is clearly in a rut. peculation is small 
and without special force, the trade scalping the 
market day after day. The receipts have been at 
no time large for the autumn months, and the 
movement at present is but moderate with the 
possibility that heavy snowstorms may further 
restrict farmers’ deliveries.

Stock Market in London and Provision 


Prices in Liverpool. 

LONDON, Dec. 2.—-There was renewed streneth in 
the market for American securities in the first deal- 
ings today, and ona fair volume of business there 
was an advance in quotations, which extended to 1% 
points.

‘TOO MUCH MASSING. 


INTEROOLLEGIATE FOOTBALL RULES 
NEED REVISION. 


The Present Momentum Piays Now in 
Vogue Rob the Game of the Little In- 
dividuality It Has=—Walter Camp Favors 
a More Open Game and Gives Some 
Good Beasons Why—Wants« the Gain 
Distance Lengthened to Ten Yards= 
Chicago A. A. Team’s Brilliant Record. 


The football season of 1893 is over. 
It has been by far the most brilliant in the 


history of the game and the sport has become 


firmly fixed as the national winter sport of the 
country. It is to winter what baseball is to 
summer and happily has as yet been free 
from the taint of professionalism, 

The season just closed has been productive 
of more than its share of accidents and there 
should be some legislation this winter with a 
view to doing away with some of the evils 
which have crept into the game. __.. 

The greatest of these is the so-called flying 
wedge. To see a “ompact mass come thun- 
dering at a line and strike it makes one’s hair 
almost stand on end. The flying wedge has 
been accountable for many of the numerous 
casualties of the season and should be 
eliminated froin the game. Walter Camp, 
who, whatever his other virtues may be, is at 
least a close observer, has the right idea and 


has come out flat-footed against this dangerous 
innovation. Speaking of it, he says: 


What Walter Camp Thinks. 


“When a half dozen good, solid fellows get in 
motion and concentrate their force and weight 
running at full speed against one, two. or three 
men who are able to get under but partial head- 
way, and who are obliged also to look for the 
man with the ball coming behind this mass, the 
shock is pretty severe, and repeatedly practiced 
will use up even the stoutest and pluckiest. 
There are many who can. stand it through a 
game, barring some nousual chance blow, but the 
tendency to such plays means that they must be 
practiced for weeks, and that the team must meet 
as well as make them, so that it resolves itself 
into a question of meeting such an impact day 
after day for months before the final contest. 

“No wonder, then, that the men get sore and 
tender; that occasionally a wail of despair goes 
up from the college that the best men are laid up 
and no good men to take their places. There are 
two, and very likely more, ways of legislating 
that might effect a cure. 

* In the first place, this mass playing is the di- 
rect result of the growth of the interference prin- 
ciple. The Rugby Union rules do not admit of 
anything of the kind, because the interferers are 
off side, and have, according to that code, no 
right to run into, interrupt, or obstruct an oppo- 
nent until again on side—that is, until between 
me ruuner and his goal line—practically behind 

im. 

“ It was the Rugby Union rules that the Ameri- 
can colleges originally adopted, and it was not 
for a dozen or more years that the question of in- 
terference arose. Then it came very gradually, 
beginning by merely sending one man ahead of 
oe poance through the line, but not in the open 


eld. 

“From this grewa greater laxity about the 

rinciple of off-side interference, and almost be- 

ore the players knew it the infringement of the 
rule was very common. It seemed to the legis- 
lators necessary to make this legal or insure its 
immediate prevention, and they determined upon 
the former. Thus interference has become the 
great feature of the present play. Last year this 
interference began to take on more and more of 
the nature of a running mass of men sent against 
a special point in the enemy’s line, - 

“The above brief history of the growth of in- 
terference suggests a remedy, and tis an im- 
mediate return to the old rule that no man, when 
off side, shall interfere with, interrupt, or ob- 
struct his opponents. This would be

and; while it would surely kill the evil. would 
also eliminate many of the present brilliant 
features of the play. 


Wants the Distance Lengthened. 


“Another remedy is that of reducing the at 
present too great value of possession of the ball. 
A side can, and often does, carry the ball from 
the center of the field to a touchdown without 
the opponents having a chance to show anything 
but their defensive play. Every Captain fears 
the loss of the ball, and the games of this season 
have not diminished that fear in the least, but 
rather increased it. For this reason the punting 
and drop kicking, which ought to be a graat feat- 
ure of every game, have but a tenth part of’ the 
importance they deserve. 

‘A rule, therefore, which made the ball change 
hands more freely would undoubtedly result in 
a far more yoy style of play. This could be ac- 
complished by increasing the distance necessary 
to be gained in three downs for the continued 
possession of the ball, making it, say,ten yards in- 
stead of five. Then with this might be included 
another incentive to longer passes in allow- 
ing the possession of the ball to be passed twenty 
or more yagus across the field. Such passes when 
forced wold bé expensive in the way of losing 
ground, because upon such a long pass, and 
when expected by the opponents, it would be 
necessary to send it pretty well back to insure its 
Lot being caught by the opposing forwards. 

* The first suggestion of return to the original 
rule regarding off-side play would do away with 
the element of interference altogether and make 
almost all kinds of wedge and mass play im- 
practicable, except when the runner himself was 
made the peak of the wedge. 

* The second would be far more experimental, 
but if it should accomplish the desired end would 
still leave many of the mass plays possible, while 
curtailing their too frequent use. There are, 
without question, other methods of legislati 
Mhich would be equally effective, and a genera 
conference of those most interested in the 
sport would bring them out. Such men as 
Mr. Stewart and Mr. Deland, Mr. Brooks, Mr. 
Moffatt, Mr. Woodruff, and others who have 
taken an active ee this season in the coaching, 
have probably all thought much about the aa 
lem, and could suggest many ways of properly 
restricting the mass play. A meeting‘of such 
men would be oem? of a world of good re- 
sults, particularly if it took place very soon, 
while all the lessons of this year are fresh in 
their minds. 

* Footbail is too good a sport to be allowed to 
retrograde, but press and public are right in de- 
manding that a game that draws into it the very 
pick of our school and college men shall not be 
allowed te become unnecessarily dangerous. Ac- 
cidents will happen. English footbail has gone 
on, and so has our American game, gathering 
strength, favor, and popularity in spite of the 
occasional accident. But we all of us want to 
see thesé accidents reduced rather than increased, 
and good legislation among the football en- 
thusiasts can insure this.’’ 


Camp’s Ideas Should Be Used, 


Camp's ideas in regard tothe distance to be 
gained are worthy of adoption. Under the pres- 
ent rules ifa line bucker can get to the line, hit 
it, and then fall with it, he can, in three downs, 

ain his distance simply by falling forward. If 
it were necessary to gain ten yards there would be 
more attempts to go around the ends, which form 
the prettiest plays in the game. Then there 
would be more punting. This feature of tne 
game is unquestionably popular, as cheer after 
cheer invariably follows a good punt. The rea- 
son of this is plain enough. [he punt is an in- 
dividual play and the spectators can sea what is 
done. The weakness of the intercollegiate game 


‘as now played is that there is not enough 


individuality to it. That is reaily what 
makes baseball so _ popular. Every 
player bas a chance to distinguish himself. A 
fielder may make a brilliant catch or, with the 
bases full, makea long hit that will win the 

ame. In basebail every player has an absolute 
individuality, and when piay starts it is not 
known who will be the real he.o of the occasion. 
The same is true of emp football. Each 
one of the forwards, either on the wings or in the 
center, or the backs may secure all the credit of 
the game and any spectator on the grounds may 
know it. 

Not so with the intercollegiate game. The 
tendency to mass plays destroys at once the little 
inctividuality the game now has. When the ball 
is snapped back the play is so fast that not one 
spectator in ten can tell who hasthe ball.

Providence Journal: George Washington was — 


48 when he drew his sword under the historic 
elm at Cambridge as “ Captain General and Com- 
mander-in-Chief ’’ of the colonial forces. He was 
just the age of Julius Cwsar when he took com- 
mand of the army in Gaul, of Napoleon when he 
made the mistake of his life and started in to 
conquer Russia, and he was ten years older than 
Alexander was when he wept because there were 
no more worlds to conquer. Charlemagne was 
just his age when he overcame Wittikind, the 
Saxon Chief, and made all Germany Christian, 
and tthe ** Captain-General of the Continentals ’’ 
was just as old as was Constantine when he de 
termined to make himself master of the world. 
He was as old as Sesostris the Pharaoh when he 
conquered the Hittites and persecuted the chil- 


dren of Israel; as Hannibal when he gave up the 


hope of conquering Rome and left Italy to de- 
fend Carthage against Scipio; as Alaric when his 
fighting finished he was buried in the bed of the 
little Italian River turned from its course to 
give the “ Scourge of God”’ a. grave; and he was 
six years the senior of Charies XII. when his 
brilliant but useless career was suddenly 
closed by a musket ball at $ Fredrikshall.
